Peace Thanksgiving. 


THE synagogues were crowded last Sunday with congregations 
assembled to offer thanks to Heaven for the restoration of peace; and iy 
is safe to say that they never held more reverent men and women, oy 


Jews and Jewesses more deeply moved. If ever any of our people bad 
in the pre-war years succumbed to “ Jingo"’ influences, or thonght lightly 
of War, the sufferings of the past years must have undeceived them, and 
the memory of the fallen youth, whose names were solemnly recited last 
Sunday, has put the seal on their disillusionment. Our people in their 
places of worship rejoiced in the victory of the Allies, because their 
ideals in the great combat accorded with Jewish aspirations—Peace 
and Justice between nations and individuals. Jews know that 
in the Allies’ triumph their own age-long teachipgs have gained vin- 
dication once again. But they were even more deeply impressed 
with the dominating and imperious need cof Jews maintaining the future 
reign of Justice on earth by some means less barbarous than that which 
bas laid so many homes desolate; and if they are true to their Judaism 
they will have registered a vow within themselves to do everything that is 
humanly possible to support those better influences which are striving for 
sway over men’s minds to-day, and which make for humane and rational 
methods in international! relationships. For this reason we are glad that at 
all the services reference was made in such emphaticlanguage tothe League 
of Nations. We hope earnestly that the League, and all for which it stands, 
will be ever present in the minds of the preachers and teachers io Israel ; 
that they will try steadily to strengthen the hands of the League; and 
that it will find in the synagogues its surest and most steadfast friends. 
That this may be so we have po slight ground for belief, in the establish- 
ment through Jewish agency of the League of Religions. Without such an 
instroment of deliverance as the League of Nations the services of last 
Sunday will have seen the close of a war—but not the beginning of that 
Peace to secure which the war was fought by the Allies. The Thanksgiving 
services must be regarded not as an ode to the victory of arms, but as an 
inspiriting appeal to us to secure the victory of permanent Peace, and to 
brace ourselves for the noblest mission that could command the emotions 
and the efforts of men. 


American Troops in London. 


GENERAL PERSHING, who led his troops with such distinction during 


the war, is shortly to arrive in this country, and is to take part in a great pro- 
cession probably on Peace Day in command of a composite division of 
American troops. The Jews of America hada very fullsbare in the war 
operations, and there will be a specially hearty cheer from their fellow- Jews 
for those of their coreligionistsincluded among GENERAL PERSHING’S men. 
But there will assuredly be nothing sectarian in our welcome. We 
rejoice in the coming of all these gallant fellows among us. 
For they were not only the comrades in arms of this our beloved 
country in the war now happily closed; they are the living representa- 
tives of the unwritten covenant of peace and amity between the two 
sister Anglo-Saxon nations, which we hope nothing in the future will ever 
violate or destroy. In that covenant lies the pledge of world-progress 
and of liberty, which Jews, not less, but—because of their world position— 
even more than other men, revercnce and treasure. All bail then to these 
brave lads who are coming to us from across the sea! ; | 


To, Try the Kaiser. 


WHATEVER may be said by more blatant voices, we may be sure 


that the proposed bringing of the Kaiser to trial in this country exacts 


nothing but a feeling of repulsion among wise and refined citizens. 
With the fallen monarch, whose vainglorious speeches and megalomaniac 
proceedings held the world so long in fear, there can be no question of 
sympathy even in the misery and shame and contumely that he has brought 
upon himself as part of his rightful desert. Our care is for the good name 
of this country as the synonym for Justice ; and that supreme cause—which 
we Jews, because it was our People who were chosen as the the trustees of 


Jaw for mankind, are specially bound to uphold—cannot be promoted 


by the arraignment of the KaisER in London, The thing is barbarian in 


conception. It is reminiscent of the conquered kings and generals being 
dragged in triumph through the streets of Rome. The staging of a grand 
spectacle, with all the morb'dly-minded people flocking to gloat over the 
overthrown monarch, is unworthy of this noble country—unworthy of the 
solemn Thanksgiving of last Sunday—and deméaning to the Allied cause. 
We know not how jurists have reconciled themselves to the Trial. But, 
as plain men, we are compelled-to ask by what standards of justice the 
prosecutors in this case are going to act as jadges—those prosecutors 
who (vide Mr. LLOYD GEORGE) proclaim the KAISEeR’S guilt in the very 
speech in which “they announce his trial.” The Prime MINISTER may 
be sincere when he promises a fair trial. But is such a thing possible in the 
existing environment and prevalent atmosphere? We could understand, 
as a military measure, the permanent detention or even the capital 
punishment, of the Ex-KAiser, by reason of his enemies regarding bim 
if left at liberty (or alive) as a menace to the world. But why attempt 
to give such action a legal gloss? And if the Allies needed a judicial 
justification, why not have handed the EX-KAISER to a neutral Court 
fif such in prevailing circumstances could be constituted) sitting under 
the aegis of the League of Nations? Suppose the Court should acquit 
this last of the Hohenzollerns—and that supposition ought to be present to 
any who speak of his being put on trial. The bare thought of such a 
thing is sufficient! There is, however, a more practical consideration 
that should not be lost sight of. If the Court should convict, the 
monarchical elements in Germany would never accept the verdict, and 
would be provided with. material for their propaganda, which would 
make .an irresistible appeal to millions of Germans who, before the 
question of a trial arose, were indifferent to WiLL1AmM II's fate. The 
fact is, the whole of fhis proceeding is a blunder of the greatest magni- 
tude, an error born of the bitterness of the moment and the heat of a 
General Election. But it is something more—it is an outrage upon the 
whole idea of Law and Justice; and that no People can compass with 
impunity. Therein is the chief danger to the country of this really 
absurd proposal. 


The New Grand Rabbin. 


CONGRATULATIONS to M. ISRAEL Lev! upon his election as Grand 
Rabbin of France. The appointment, though it may primarily concern 
French Jews, cannot but interest their coreligionisis in other 
countries ; and it is a pleasure to recognise in the new spiritual leader of 
the French-Jewish Community an eloquent preacher and accomplished 
scholar, who will worthily uphold the great tradilions of his 
office. M. Levi carries to his work the hearty good wishes of his 
brethren in this country. If there is one thing more than the 
happiness of the choice that is noteworthy, it is the rapidity with which 
it was made. Within a few days of the resignation of his predecessor 
(M. ALFRED Levy), in consequence of an illness we all deplore and in 
respect to which he has all. Jewry'’s earnest sympathy, the Central 
Consistory had filled the vacancy. When we think of the months 
which elapsed between the death of the late Dr. H&RMANN ADLER 
?’3't and the election of the present Cuier Rabe and of the debate 
and contention which waxed and waned during the period, we are lost in 
admiration for French Jewry. The swiftness of the transition in France 
can be accounted for only by the fact that the taking of the Rabbinic 
Degree has always been encouraged there, and the recipients were 
specifically recognised as Rabbis with a right among. them to succession 
to the highest Rabbinical post in the land. In that way there were no 
long searches to make in distant countries before a Grand Rabbin was 
found. He was there at hand waiting to take up the task. It is to be 
hoped that we in this country will learn by the example of the Jews of 
France, for their system is commendable apart altogether from providing 
for a quick succession, when needed, of spiritu?! chiefs. It is good because 
of the Rabbinical scholarship it encourages and the efficient Rabbis it 
constantly places in training. We hope that something analogous may 
develop from the Communal Scheme which is now before Anglo- Jewry. 


Dr. Weizmann, LL.D. 


ALL—Zionists or non-Zionists—will congratulate Dr. WEIZMANN 
on the Doctorate of Law conferred upon him by the Manchester 
University. And they will note with special pleasure that the honour 
was bestowed, not only on account of scientific merit, but as a recognition 
of Dr. WEIZMANN’S great services to the Jewish people. There is a 
world of sympathy and significance in that act, of which we offer the 
University our warmest appreciation. We wish, however, that the meeting 
at the Midland Hotel, Manchester, where Dr. WEIZMANN’'S distinction 
was referred to with legitimate satisfaction, had produced something more 
satisfying in the way of information as to the progress of the Zionist 
cause. We have not before us a verbatim report of Dr. WEIZMANN’'S 
speech to this representative Conference. But it is clear that he 
told bis hearers substantially no more than is contained in the 


‘report; and so we must regretfully say that it is a little difficult 


to see what useful purpose the Conference served. Surely, after all 
this lapse of time, the day has gone by for such generalisations as those 
in which the Zionist leader indulged. Either Dr. WEIZMANN has obtained 
more than he has told, in which case there is legitimate cause for dissatis- 
faction at his reticence, or he has not ; in which case he might reasonably 
ask himself whether the time has not come when he should tell the people 
plainly to what measure their aspirations have shrunk, There are 
hundreds of thousands of people in Eastern Europe to-day who are 
buoyed up in their terrible darkness only by the hope bred by the 
British Declaration, of the far-off land where Jews are to stand erect as a 
nation on the national soi]. Is it quite fair that these people should be per- 
mitted to continue to hug this ideal if it is not attainable by them? We 
by no means even suggest that the great dream has, in fact, been shattered. 
But time goes on, the people hope, and the oracle is dumb. Would it 
not be best to say just on what mountain the Ark of Zionist: hopes now rests? 
Dr. WEIZMANN, in the course of his speech, used a phrase with which 
all Zionists are familiar—a *' Jewish National Home.” That phrase, as 
we have repeatedl} pointed out, may mean much or little. To the 
Jewish Nationalist, and no doubt to Dr. Wer1ZMANN, it means all, But 
what does the Government-——what do the Allied and Associated Govern. 
ments—understand by it? This is a crucial question, but it is the one, 
above all, over which considerable fog rests. Surelyitis not unfair to ask 
whether now, at this belated hour, the leaders of Zionism cannot produce 
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a rittfe light and guidance. Meanwhile, our readers will note the appeal 
which Dr. WEIZMANN and M. SokoLow have issued for the funds, 
without which no movement can prosper. Wecommend it to their earnest 
consideration, 


The Polish Premier Speaks. 


M. PApEREWSKI has received a deputation of the Alliance Israélite 
and the Joint Foreign Committee, and has expressed himself freely upon 
the subject of the Polish Pogroms. But, as will be seen from the report 
published in our news columns, his remarks follow pretty closely on the 
lines which less responsible utterances have accustomed us to. M. 
PADEREWSKI does not deny the Pogroms—he deplores them. That, at 
all events,issomuch tothe good. Suthegoesontosay that Polish Christians 
were also victimised in several localities—as though this non-Jewish leaven 
could render the Jewish sacrifice more palatable. M.PADEREWSKI insists 
that the excesses were not directed against Jews but against Boishevists— 
as if the bearded elders who have been assaulted were the exemplars and 
exponents of the Bolshevist régime. The Polish PREMIER complained that 
while so much had been said about Polish pogroms, no outcry was raised 
about events at Homel, where 1,300 Jews were hanged by the Bolshevists. 
But he quite overlooked the significance of this statement, so far as bis 
own apology was concerned. If Bolshevists can hang 1,300 Jews, by 
what sort of justice are we called upon to. regard Jews as Bolshevists, and 
to take that assumption into consideration, as M, PADEREWSKI would 
have us do, when we condemn the Polish attacks upon Jews ? 
We cannot imagine any more damning refutation of the Premier's own 
plea than the fact he cited, or one which exhibits in all its piteousness the 
plight of the Eastern Jew. How painful that plight is—massacred by 
the people of Russia because they are not Bolshevists, massacred 
by the people of Poland because they are. We illustrated this 
recently in the course of a leading article, by an extract from 
a letter which we had received from a correspondent. Meanwhile in all 
earnestness, we say to M. PADEREWSKI that his is not the sort of state- 
ment by which the Prime Minister of a country should seek even to palliate 
outrage, and we would add that his repetition of the charge that there 
were Jews among those who poured boiling water on the heads of Polish 
soldiers leaves us equally unconcerned. We heard this allegation given 
as the pretext for the German atrocities in Belgiom, but nobody accepted 
it as a justification for the vile savagery that was let loose in that country. 
And nobody will admit it as a justification for the cruelties inflicted upon 
the helpless Jewish victims, young and old, in Poland. The assurance 
which, in the House of Commons, the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs was able to give that the Polish Government liad adopted 
measures for protecting Jewish subjects, is far more satisfactory than 
anything M. PADEREWSKI! said in Paris. 


The Polish-Jewish Position, 


It ts only fair to M. PADEREWSKI, however, toadd that heexpresses the 
most liberal sentiments towards his Jewish fellow-citizens, and we can only 
hope devoutly that they will prove more efficacious than the Government 
Declaration which was issued three months ago, and which he quoted to 
the Jewish deputation. “Renascent Poland,” proclaimed that document, 
“must be the model of a State of legal order.” It is a worthy ambition, 
with which we deeply sympathise, but which remains for the Poles 
themselves to translate into fact. M. PADEREWSKI tells us. that 
the Treaty just signed, and upon which we commented last week, fully 
accords with Polish principles, and the opportunity is now offered him to 
prove that beyond possibility of challenge. If he does, nobody 
will be more delighted, and more ready to let bygones be bygones, than 
the Jew, whose sentiment for Poland is only a justifiable longing to see 
justice and liberty its guiding principles. We cannot but reflect. how- 
ever, that one of the Polish signatories to the very Treaty to which M. 
PADEREWSKI refers, was the anti-Semite M. Dmuows«k1!, who but a few 
mouths ago was avowing his authorship of the Polish boycott. Surely 
never had an era of freedom more dubious parentage! And when we 
furn to the recent debate in the Seym on the Jewish question, we find a 
spirit of hostility which is no less discouraging. One of the Deputies, 
M. KorFANTY, actually invented in that debate an anti-Polish agreement 
between the German Government and “the Jews.” “The Jews!"" Who are 
to be understood by this studiously vague and really ridiculous phrase ? 
No, it is not in this spirit that permanent appeasement—the great 
desideratum af Jew and Pole alike—can be achieved. If it be true, as 
M. KORFANTY complains, that the Jews of Poland received the Germans 
with shouts of welcome, let him look into bis own heart and ask himself 
whether that is not the result of Polish injustice rather than of any 
instinctive preference for the German invader. The Jew never was 
disloyal to the land of his birth—and certainly not in Poland: and 
the Poles will find that increasingly borne in on them if they carry out 
the terms of the new Treaty in a loyal and honourable manner. Surely 
there is misery enough in the country already without artificially 
aggravating the distress and suffering. According to the Vice- 
Chairman of the Jewish People’s Relief Committee of America, 
writing from Vilna, “the famished survivors of recent troubles 
have fed themselves on rats and mice,” but even _ this 
repulsive food supply has given out; and men and women, once 
wealthy, search the garbage for food. ‘I travelled two thousand miles 
in Poland,” writes Dr. Haim I. Davis, of the American Red Cross 
Commission, “and in every city, town and village emaciated Jewish 
children cried piteously for bread.” Is it not the height of. irony to charge 
agains‘ this wretched population, writhing in a veritable “ purgatory,” the 
sin of profiteering? We welcome warmly the sympathetic protest which 
distinguished Dutchmen have.published against the mad heaping of 
outrage and atrocity upon this helpless mass of suffering, but itis for the 
Polish authorities themselves to take action, to reconcile the peoples, 
and bind up the national wounds. In that blessed task they will find no 


more ardent helpers than their own jewish citizens, and their brethren 
in foreign lands, 


In the Ukraine. 


M. PADEREWSKI's pointed references to anti-Jewish outbreaks in 
other countries are unhappily only too true, little though they take 
away from the Poles’ own responsibilities, Horrible rumours have 
been current in the last few weeks of grave outrages in the Ukraine, and 
these have now received official confirmation in the House of Commons, 


— — 


Replying to Lieut. Commander Kenwortny, the Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Aflairs (Mr. Ceci HARMSWORTH), stated that reports 
have been received of many Jews having lost their lives in the course of 
the operations which haye been proceeding between the Russian Soviet 
Government and the forces under the command of GRIEGORIUF. Mr. 
HARMSWORTH went on to say that GrieGcorier is believed to be strongly 


anti-Jewish in his sympathies, and unhappily the Ukrainian Government, . 


whose representatives are now, or were recently, in England, and who 
professed the utmost amity for the Jews of their country, cannot control 
him, Mr. HARMSWORTH told the House that the Government can do 
nothing. to stop the outrages, as there are at present no allied troops 
in the area in which GRIEGORIEF is operating. But surely this 
shocking matter cannot rest there. Are the great Jewish communities 
in the Ukraine to be left absolutely at the mercy of a bitterly 
unscrupulous ruffian? Are there no means open to the Allies of exerting 
pressure to prevent what may easily mean, if it has not already 
meant, wholesale massacre? We cannot believe that the great Powers 
are so destitute of opportunity as to be compelled to permit this crowning 
injury. For good or for ill they have pledged more or less their resources 
to intervention in Russia. It is hard to be put off, in such circumstances, 
with the assurance that such intervention stops short at protecting the 
lives of two million Jews, 


Crazy Anti-Alienism. 


A STANDING Committee of the House of Commons has been con- 
sidering the new Aliens’ Bill, but, despite the enlightened and sympa- 
thetic efforts of Lieut.-Com. KeNWoRTHY and other members, the 
Bill promises to emerge from the Committee in an even more objection- 
able form than its original shape. We do not recall any Parliamentary 
discussion which set forth in such naked language the proposition that a 
foreigner as such is an undesirable person, to be kept at arm’s length 
from these islands. One member (Sir J. BUTCHER, K.C.) actually held up 
his hands in horror that “an hon. member should express his public 
sympathy with aliens "—for all the world as though everybody who had 
the misfortune not to be born in the United Kingdom were an inferior 
creature, unfit to consort with a native Englishman. The very last 
thing that seems to occur to those who utter these narrow-minded senti- 
meuts is that this country has “ alien" friends and allies, and that its 
sons are often “ aliens" abroad, just as the most extraordinary feature of 
the legislation under discussion is the open manner in which it discrimi- 
nates between the foreigner and the native who are guilty of 
the same action. To a people whose pride it is to have 
been spiritually reared on the Bible, this proposal to have 
one law for the. native and another for the stranger must surely 
be repugnant, could the facts but be brought home to its conscience. 
We confess to no small surprise that Lorp HUGH CkcIL, who is a 
member of the Committee, should innocently urge that the proper thing 
for the East End Jews was to become naturalised. Can the noble Lord 
really be acquainted with the obstacles placed in the way of naturalisa- 
tion and the aggravated difficulties imposed by the war? Indeed, we 
observe that a meeting of the British Empire Union last Monday, so far 
from falling in with Lorp HwuGu's idea, registered its equal dislike for 
aliens, “ naturalised or otherwise,"’ and called upon the Government 
“ drastically to amend the naturalisation laws."" And this very meeting 
tan amok, in the approved anti-alien fashion, with several other equally 
notable suggestions, Wecan only hope that the new spirit which we 
have been taught to expect among the nations will one day make an end 
of all these mean extravagances of vulgar and despicable Chauvinism. 
Crazy auti-alienism seems to have specially affi'cted the legal 
element on the Committee, since, in addition to Sir JOHN BUTCHER, two 
other luminaries of the Law Courts, Sir HERBERT NIELD and Sir 
ERNeST WILD, have been foremost in their alien man-hunting expedition, 
We trust that every effort will be made by the Deputies of British Jews to 
combat all this wretched spirit and to introduce some protection for the 
liberties which are now in question, so far as the aliens among our people 
are concerned, but which will be, we fear, threatened one day in the case of 
Jews who are British born, if the present mood is to prevail. For the 
anti-alien craze will not be satisfied at national differentiation. It is 
really racial differences that it would mark, perpetuate—and penalise,

FROM MY NOTE BOOK. 


By Mentor, 


PERSISTENT and consistent stories are reaching this country in 
reference to affairs in Palestine where, since the British military occupa- 
tion, things are said to have gone considerably awry so far as the Jewish 


population there is concerned. It may be that the British Declaration 
and the turgid interpretation which Zionists (rather than Zionism) 
have placed upon it, may have induced in the Jew in Palestine a 
“springy” attitude towards all and sundry, and particularly the 
majority population there, and that this has reaped its natural and inevitable 
‘resentment. But I rather incline to the belief that there is no little 
fear in certain responsible quarters that the position of affairs in 
Palestine has in it elements of anxiety of the racial religious sort—the sort 
that forms a spiritual tinder the extent and fierceness of the fire of 
which, when once a conflagration is started, it is difficult to foresee and 
still more difficult to extinguish. 


As a high official—as the term goes—put it to an acquaintance of 
mine, England is not going to risk a hundreds of millions difficulty, of her 
own, for the sake of coping with a thirteen million difficulty of which 
her personal share is at most a few hundred thousands. It is 
easy to see what the meaning of this statement amounts 
to. This country sees the possibility of . Mohammedan trouble 
in which it would be a _ wretchedly bad bargain for’ her to 
involve herself for the sake of the Jewish people of whom only a 
handful are in the British Empire. Whether this is a worthy position 
for the British Empire is altogether another question, but we have 
to recollect that England—like the world in general almost every- 
where—is to-day governed by politicians and not by statesmen. So 
that it is not surprising that, so I am. credibly informed, Zionists are 
now being told, in so many words, that they really must recollect that 
November 1917, was November 1917, but that we are now in July, 
1919. The actual risk of any trouble in the direction indicated owing 
tothe setting up of the beginnings of a Jewish State in Palestine, is in fact 
remote and small—that is it there were none anxious to foster it for 
fanning discontent, with a view to raising a force for driving the whetstone 
on which they may grind their own axes. Unhappily, among those who 
are most assiduous in turning the trouble to their own ends are Jews 
who have made assimilation their ideal, and for that reason oppose 
Zionism, which they, I believe quite fallaciously, look upon as 
antithetical. 


It is perhaps consistent with the irony which seems inseparable from 
Jews, that those who favour assimilation as a policy should, by opposing 
Zionism, really baulk their own aims. That is what is happening. There 
can be little doubt that nothing would help assimilation of Jews in the 
Diaspora so much as, by setting up a National Home in Palestine, tending 
to remove from the Diaspora the non-assimilative element. A like irony, 


_ by the by, ‘pervades Liberal Jews and Reformers in their attitude towards 


the movement. If I belongedto that school, and wished sincerely for the 
prevalence of Liberal and Reform Judaism and the gradual elimination of 
what is known as Traditionalism, that fact in itself would determine me 
to support the Zionist: movement. My own impression is that, only 
when some of our people are gathered together in Palestine in a Jewish 
National Home, shall we have a real reform of our religious practices and 
ordinances, or a truly liberal interpretation of Judaism. Until then, the 
most we shall get are the miserable comprémises or the anarchic, chaotic, 
whimsical imitations of the dominant faith, which to-day pass for religious 


reform among us. 
> 


Tuat Morning Post letter is coming home to roost, while the true 
purpose of the paper in obtaining it is gradually being revealed. The 
other day it published a leading article, entitled ‘The Birthright of 
Britons,” which supported and approved the disgusting attitude of Sir 
John Butcher, K.C., and his fellows in the anti-alien whoop in which 
they have been indulging in a Committee of the House of Commons 
dealing with the Government Aliens Restrictions Bill. The “leader” urged 
Parliament to keep aliens out of the country because, *' although formal war 
is over, the danger of thealien continues.” That danger was said to be 
twofold; “The Germans have not discontinued their secret war against 
the industries and the internal peace of England, and they have Allies in 
the Russian Bolsheviks, who, for their own reasons, have organised a 
propaganda to destroy ordered society and Christian civilisation in this 
country.” And the paper points out that the most “likely” aliens for the 
latter purpose are Jews. 

There is now noshadow of doubt [it observes} that alien agents, chiefly 
Russian and German Jews, have been busy in our great industrial centres, 
cunningly stirring up trouble and working for industrial chaos, The best of 
the Jewish Community are themselves aware of the danger, as is proved 
by the recent letter from Ten eminent Jews which we published in these 
columns. 

The italics are mine, and I deem them necessary in order to emphasise 
the extent to which those “ten emminent Jews” fell into the trap so 
cunningly set by the Morning Post, and gave their fellow-Jews so com- 


- pletely away. How the Ten eminents must enjoy being hauled up at its 


own sweet will in this way to bear testimony to the Morning Post's 
anti-Semitism! That Jews should have been bested in this way is 
enough to make one despair. | 


A notable thing about the Morning Post article to which I am 
referring, is that it bears out the wisdom of the warning given by 
Mordecai of old, concerning the original Haman. Mordecai, it will be 
remembered, adjured his cousin to recollect that if she thought to 
escape from all consequences of the Agagite’s machinations against the 
Jews by separating herself from her own people, and if she imagined 
she would derive immunity from the decrees levelled against them by 
reason of her exalted position in the Kingdom, she was labouring 
under a capital delusion, And, now it is to be observed how 
surely enough, the “Morning Post haying utilised the ‘Ten eminent 
Jews” in its designs against the tens of thousands of their lets

| some for the present, be it said—io its disabling restrictions. 


The paper, by the by, does not show marked discrimination towards 
certain of the most eminent of the eminent when it declares that 
when the War broke out vast harm to the interests of the country 
“in the nature of finance” by their “ anti-national and international 
attitude " was done by “ our financiers,” who “ were found to be so far 
committed to Germany that the State had to step in and save the City” 
from “internationalism.” expect there is as much—-and as little— 
truth in-this suggestion that the financiers in the City, whose forbears did 
not reach these shores with William the Norman (most of them, of 
course, Jews), were added to the enemies of the country when it entered 
the great struggle, as there is in any other which the Morning Post is 
constantly drawing from its vast armoury of the malignant suspicion that 
it direets against our people. This, however, as I say, by the way. 


What is more important, having regard to the insane craziness 
respecting aliens which is so manifest just now, is the bint which the 
Morning Post gives, that none, “save a natural-born Englishman, of 
father and mother, both English,” should possess full civil and political 
rights in this country, should hold land, sit in Parliament, be on H.M. 
Privy Council, or hold a place in the Civil Service, or even be allowed 
full export and import trading rights. Now it is easy to see that of 
the “eminent Jews" who signed that letter the paper would in 
this way disfranchise partially, and refuse to recognise as Englishmen 
in the full political sense, Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, General 
Monash, Sir Isidore. Spielmann, Sir Edward Stern, and Sir Israel 
Gollancz, since none of these are both natural-born Englishmen and with 
both parents English. Same of the others are “doubtful starters,” 
because the Morning Post does not say what its test would be of the 
“ Englishry"’ of the parents, But in-any case it pillories half of the 
ten “ Eminents” as quasi-Aliens or only quasi-English. So that like 
another famous ten “ now they are five,’’ so far as being in the paper's 
eyes, © English quite English you know.”

On behalf of the poor children, selected because of their failing health, an 
urgent appeal is made to those who are able to place at the disposal of the 
Committee, vans, motor-lorries, or other vehicles in which to convey the little 
ones and their parcels from the schools where they assemble direct to the 
railway termini.

THE POGROMS. 


FRESH OUTBREAKS. 


Warsaw [F.0.C) 

An anti-Jewish riot occurred at Klémberz, in the course of which a number 
of Jews (including the Rabbi and the Shochet) and Jewesses were assaulted. 
The windows at the synagogue were broken, and many houses and shops were 
plundered. The material losses amount to 500,000 crowns. 

A similar riot began at Yedzayev, but the police adopted energetic measures 
and suppressed the attacks on the Jews. 

At Dombrova, the authorities stated that they were in possession of infor- 
mation to the effect that “the Jews contemplated an attack upon the troops.” 
The Rabbi was compelled to convene a meeting of the Jews in the synagogue 
and to announce to them the official information, which, of course, was news to 
everybody. The Rabbi also communicated to them the threat of the authorities 
to execute him and punish the Community in the event of a Jewish rising. 

On Saturday, June 2ist, soldiers and military police in Warsaw seized 
Jews passing in the Sienna and Wronia streets and compelled them to do work 
in the Warsaw- Vienna railway station. As it was the Sabbath many Jews pro- 
tested, but they were beaten and threatened and compelled to work. Several 
offered to pay for the unemployed to take their place, but they were not 
permitted, 

The Warsaw press published some terrible facts concerning the cruelties 
perpetrated against the Jews at Grodno, where Polish soldiers tied the beards of 
Jews to nails in a wall. The Vilna press reports that Polish soldiers on 
Wednesday, June lith, attacked some young Jews at Warniani and removed 
them to a neighbouring place, Ritzene, whey they stripped them and ill-treated 
them. Two young men had sticks put into their mouths, which were pressed 
until they bled, the torture lasting from three o'clock in the morning until five 
o'clock in the afternoon. Later on they were compelled, in the company of 
horses, to eat grass and dirt. The gendarmes then castrated the young men 
with their swords, and afterwards liberated them. 

The Jewish daily paper in Lemberg, Lemberger Tagebiait, has been 
stopped by the Polish Government,— Zionist Organisation. 

Anti-Jewish atrocities were committed last Wednesday in Warsaw, fifteen 
Jews being wounded and one (Berek Greenblatt) killed. The Jewish newspaper 
Lemberger Tageb'att, comments on the disquieting anti-Jewish propaganda 
which is being carried on in many parts of Eastern Galicia.—Reufer, Stockholm, 
July 7eb, 


ASSAULT ON~ RABBI PERLMUTTER. 
: WARSAW [F.O.C.} 
A determined attempt.was made by soldiers at Olvozk to tear out the 
beard of Deputy Rabbi Perlmutter. He arrived at the resort on a visit to the 
famous Tsadick of Ger, and on leaving the station he had to defend himself 
against 2 group of hooligans. Despite his status as Deputy and his advanced 
age, neither the officials nor the public paid any attention to his appeal for help. 
The Rabbi succeeded in escaping from the soldiers, and went to Warsaw to see 
the Minister of the Interior. He informed the Minister that he had endeavoured 
to overlook previous attempts to assault him, because he did not wish to sow 
hatred between Jews and Poles. The last attack on him was, however, not only 
persistent, but performed in public. He therefore demanded measures to put 
an end to such outrages. The Minister promised to consider steps to ensure 
the safety of Jews with beards. 


POLISH MINISTERIAL CIRCULAR AGAINST 
POGROMS. 


Warsaw [F.O.C.] 

The Polish Minister of the Interior has issued a circular to all officials, 
ordering them to suppress attacks on Jews by all the means at their disposal. 
The Minister referred to the complaints of the inactivity of the police during 
anti-Semitic disturbances, and appealed to the officials to act firmly and 
energetically on such occasio:.s. In conclusion, be announced that all persons 
guilty of rioting or neglect of duty would be severely punished,

DEPUTATION IN PARIS. 


POLISH PREMIER DEPLORES EXCESSES. 
Paris [F.0.C.} 

A deputation of the Alliance Israélite Universelle and of the Joint Foreign 
Committee of the Deputies of British Jews and the Anglo-Jewish Association 
(represented by Sir Stuart Samuel and Mr. Lucien Wolf), was received on July 
2nd by M. Paderewski in his rooms at the Hotel Wagram. 

M. Eugéne Sée, Vice-President of the Alliance Israé¢lite, expressed in the 
name of the deputation, the mournful emotion which had been aroused through- 
out the world by repeated acts of violence and pillage, of which, in a large 
number of places in Poland, Jews had been the victims. A conversation, in 
which Most of those present, and in particular M, Reinach and Mr. Lucien 
Wolf, took part. 

M. Paderewski, in replying, said that he deplored the excesses which had 
been committed, but whicb, he declared, did not bear an exclusively anti-Jewish 
character, since in several localities Polish Christians also were among the 
victims. ~The excesses were not directed against Jews but against Bolshevists. 
It had been established that there were Jews among the latter; at Pinsk, an 
American delegate ha’ declared that among the victims there were some wo 
bore Bolshevist identity cards and insignia.’ There were also some Jews among 
those who ‘threw boiling water «@: Polish soldiers when they arrived, M. 
Paderewski willingly admitted that the Jewishelements, assimilated and orthodox, 
were never included among those who created disorder, and he attributed 
the attitude of certain Jews in part to the incitement of German agents. 
M. Paderewski also reproached the Zionists with having offended the senti- 
ments of the population, and he deplored the attitude of the American Jewish 
Press towards Poland, While Poland was being reproached for excesses which 
certainly were regrettable, there was complete sitence with regard to events 
much more grave that were happening elsewhere ; for instance, at Home! | ,300 
Jews were hanged. That was the work of the Bolshevists. 

M. Paderewski declared that Poland had at all times been proud of being a 
liberal country, welcoming all. The Government: over which he: presided 
would assure equality of treatment to all. The Treaty which Poland had just 
signed fully accorded with its own principles.’ M. Paderewski recalled and 


confirmed his previous declarations in the Polish Diet, as well as those he had - 


jost addressed to the American Press. Faithful to the traditions of humanity, 
whicb did honour to old Poland; the Government assured equal justice, without 


distinction of race and creed. He expressed the hope that the enlightened 
elements of Judaism abroad would second the Polish Jews who were attached 


to their Fatherland in their efforts against tendencies of suspect origin which | 


seek to isolate the Jews in the midst of the Polish people. 

M. Paderewski communicated to the deputation various documents, testify- 
ing to the desire of the Government effectively to protect the life and property 
of the Jews, in particular the following Government declaration issued on the 
24th March last at Warsaw, and signed by him as Prim: Minister : 

Some persons of bad faith desiring to sow discord and disorder in the midst of 
renascent Poland have spread the report that aggressions against the Jews meet with 
nO Opposition trom the bodies responsible for public safety, the army, and the 


police. The object of thdse reports is to impel the credulous and the ignorant to aid 
the crimina!'s in acts of abuse, violence, and pillage. 

All the inhabitants of free and independent Poland are protected alike by the law, 
which is equally applied to all without difference of race or of religion. 

e Government appeals to the public in order that order and security may be 
maintained, and gives the warning that whoever, either on his own initiative or yield- 
ing to bad influences, is guilty of acts of aggression, viclence or pillage, or of acts aimed 
at the personal security or the property of the Jewish or Christian population, will bs 
arrested and punished with the severity of the law. Renascent Poland, after the fall 
of the oppressors must be the model of a State of legal order. Its name must be pure 
and free trom all stains c used by wrong. Whoever forgets these principles will be 
unworthy of the honourable name of free citizens of the tree Republic. 


SENSATIONAL STATEMENTS IN THE POLISH SEYM. 

A heated debate took place in the Seym on June 27:h as the result of the 
anti-Jewish riot which took place in Warsaw the previous day. The House 
was crowded, among those present being members of the Allied Missions and 
their diplomatic representatives. Rabbi Halpern described the riot and the 
incidents which led up to it. He said that a number of Jews were set upon and 
maltreated by men of General Haller’s divisions, accompanied by French 
soldiers. They were pushed from a tramway-car, beaten, and had their beards 
cut. The uproar lasted for several hours, during which seige was laid to a 
butcher's shop, where some Jews had taken refuge. Oae Jew died, it is stated, 
from an apoplectic fit. Rabbi Halpern's main point was that no effort was 


made by the police to end the riot, and that not one of the offenders had been | 


arrested. 


M. Korfanty, member for Upper Silesia, who represenis the Nationalist 
bioc of the Right, proposed the following motion :-— 


That this House desires the Government to take such steps as may be necessary 
to prevent any outbreak against the Jewish population, but at the same time urges the 
importance of protecting the Polish population from Jewish Boshevik intrigue: 
The Seym also requires the Governments to refute the slanders on the Polish people 
in relation to alleged pogroms which have been circulated throughout the whole world. 


M. Korfanty began his speech by deploring the present relations between 
the Jews and the Poles, and he very emphatically denounced the anti-Semitic 
demonstrations which had taken place, but he pointed-out that those relavons 
were founded on certain historic and economic facts which were too often lost 
sight of in the discussion. He said, in part: 


Here, in Poland, the create: part of our trade, | do not say our commerce, is im 
the hands of the Jews.. They have always made a considerable profit cut of the Polish 
population, and war conditions gave them an opportunity to make moreand have 
profiteered to an extortionate extent. When, therefore, the people fod that they are 
charged usurious prices for the necessities of lile, that is another reason for the feeling 
of injury among our people. I allude to the crimes and excesses committed against 
the Potes in Russia by the Bolsheviks. The whole Bolshevik Government 15 19 the 
hands of the Jews. The majority of the officials are Jews. The who'e policy is

in Poland. Not a day passes without the discovery of a Bolshevik organisation 
run by Jews. I do not propose to indict the whole Jewish race, The commissaries 
have had a very strong effect upon the minds of the Polish people. Numbers of these 
commissaries succeeded in crossing the Polish frontier, and have been seen and 
recognised in this country where they have attempted to foment treachery. They 
received the Germans with shouts of welcome, and were appointed agents for the 
collection of metal and other requisitions. The memory ol the people is still 
quivering with their suffering under the German occupation, and it is not in human 
nature to forget the part played by the Jews during that time. I cangot repeat too 
often or with too great emphasis that I reprobate these anti-Semitic demonstrations. 
When, however, it is urged that the Jews in Poland are the victims of a savage and 
irrational hate it becomes of critical importance to state the truth, and to unmask the 
lies which have gained such wide publicity that here in Poland hundreds of Jews have 
been done to death. 

M. Korfanty concluded his speech with a sensational announcement. He 
stated that he had evidence of the existence of an agreement come to between 
the German Government in November last and the Jews. Under this agreement 
the Jews undertook to do everything possible to spread ficticious reports as to 
pogroms in Poland, with a view tocreating a hostile opinior against Polandanda 
possible reaction in favour of Germany. This policy, it was argued, might 
result in a modification of the peace terms in regard to the territory to be given to 
the Polish State. The speech createda profound impression, and was supported 
from all sides of the House, 

M. Diamand, a prominent Jewish deputy, contested the statement that the 
Bolshevik Government was organised by Jews. He insisted that the fact that 
there were a number of Jews in prominent positions was an argument in favour 
of Jewish autonomy in Poland, 

The motion was adopted by a considerable majority. 


ORDER TO STOP BEARD-CUTTING. 


The Warsaw daily paper Poranna of the 2nd inst. published, in the name 
of General Haller, a proclamation to his troops, signed by Polish, English, and 
French representatives, ordering them to stop the cutting of the beards of 
Jews, which had become a general practice. 


KOLCHAK BANS JEW-BAITING. 


The Russian Liberation Committee in London has sent us for publication 
tLe following telegram from Omsk, dated 29th June: 

In an interview with a representative of the Press, the President of the 
Council ot Ministers, P. Vologodsky, made the following statement concerning 
the Jewish question : 

“American and European public opinion is interested in the views of our 
Government on the Jewish question, I should say, first of ail, that in Siberia 
the Jewish question does not exist and never has existed. If in 1905, in certain 
Siberian towns, disorders took place among the popular masses which led to 
the pillage of Jewish shops and houses, they were in no way caused by any 
hatred against the Jews on the part of the indigenous population, but were 
provoked artificially. 

“ The Siberian population has no ill-feeling against the Jews. Itissufficiently 
strong and independent economically, and Siberia offers a vast field for the 
application of all vital forces. Fora Siberian, religion plays no part at all in 
the establishment of relations with the people he comes across. Mussulman, 
Kirghizes, or Tartars work in close collaboration with the Christian S:berian, 
aod in the same friendship as Christians with Jews. 

“If traces of anti-Semitism are to be found in the couniry at all, they are 
Ordinarily imported by the immigfAnt population, especially that coming from 
the Ukraine or Poland, where the Jewish question is more acute than in Kussia, 
and especially in Siberia. If attempts at fomenting anti-Semitism have been 
made, the energetic measures taken by the Government have put them down. 
For the Government the nationality and religious beliefs of those who wish to 
enter its service or enjoy its confidence play no part whatever. Many Jews 
occupy important posts in our administration; they are also to be found among 
our magistrates. Our principal administration of creeds has more than once 
publicly denounced attempts made to sow dissension among the population on 
national or religious grounds. 

“In particular, Admiral Koltchak disapproves altogether of any persecution 
of the Jews. | 

“{ have not had occasion to speak on this matter in public, but every 
Siberian who knows me knows also that I am noanti-Semite, but perfectly loyal 
in the Jewish question. Many will remember my part in the trial ensuing on 
the popular disorders at Tomsk in which the Petrograd barrister, Balatzol, a 
well-known anti-Semite, spoke in defence of the pillagers and robbers from 
whom the Jews bad to suffer, and I was their accuser as civil representative of 
the Jewish victims. 

“T am sure of the feelings of the other members of the Government in the 
Jewish question. The Government will never allow of the development of anti- 
Semitism, or that any Government agents or any papers should cultivate such 
sentiments. The Government regards anti-Semitism as contrary to the interests 
of the State and to the rights of the people, and will fight against it should it 
show signs of spreading. Measures in this direction have already been taken 
by the Government. We have taken a series of measures relating to irregularity 
in the actions of certain organs of Government in all cases where this action 
touches the Jewish population. : 

“Many papers also have received instructions regarding the insertion. of 
absolutely inadmissible articles directed against Jews, which might be inter- 
preted as anti-Semitic agitation.” 


POLISH PRESS CENSORS ARCHBISHOP'’S CIRCULAR, 
Warsaw [F.O.C.] 

The Metropolitan Archbishop Kakovsky, of Warsaw, has issued a circular, 
declaring, among other matters, that there was no cause for the Jews to fearany 
oppression in Poland, though the Catholic Church predominated in the country, 
The circular also condemned the pogroms, and announced that the Church was 
opposed to acts of cruelty.. The Polish Press printed the circular, but deleted 
the passages relating to the Jews. 


LEGAL PROCEEDINGS AGAINST YIDDISH PRESS. 


Warsaw [BP.0O.C.] 

The authorities are instituting proceedings against the editors of the 
Warsaw Yiddish newspapers the Moment, Haint, Lebensfragen, and Yiddishe 
Volk, as well as against the editor of the Polish organ the Dziennik Nowy, 
and the Deputies Greenbaum ard Nomberg, for having published articles on 
the Pinsk shooting outrage. In the case of the two deputies, the Diet will first 
have to ratify the proceedings. In the meantime they decline to answer to any 
inquiries addressed to them by the judicial authorities. 


HUNTING FOR JEWS AT WARSAW. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.] 


The soldiers in one of the districts of Warsaw carried out a hunt for Jews, 


whom they wanted for “ forced labour” at a railway station. Without any 
warning or system they appeared in the streets and detained all Jews 
encountered by them, irrespective of age or occupation, and sent them to the 
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station. In the evening a few influential Jews called upon the police to puta 
stop to the disgraceful scenes, with the result that the officials relersed a batch 
of Jews. The soldiers thereupon gave up their hunt. It has transpiredthat an 
old Jew who had been taken to the station was beaten, because he was not able 
towork. A pleasing incident of the affair was the offer of a few Christian 
Poles to go to work instead of some of the old Jews, who begged the 
oe to permit them to rest on Saturday, Their offer, however, was 
eclined. 


POLAND AND THE JEWS. 


The Daily Telegraph of yesterday week printed the following reply from 
M. Majdewicz to the letter from Mr, Zangwill, published in its issue of 
June 30, and reprinted by us last Friday :—"' Sir,—I have no quarrel to make 
with Mr. Zangwill's polite reference to me in his letter to you of June 27; in 
fact, if all Jewish controversialisis were so fair-minded and devoid of all racial 
feeling it would be much easier than it is to soothe angry and aggravated 
passions. But I must point out to him that when he remarks that the com- 
mercial class in Poland now consists largely of Jews he is admitting almost all 
I want. He indeed adds that there was an “economic boycoit” in 1912, before 
the war, but this did not lead to reports of ‘pogroms,’ and once you | 
grant a Jewish commercial class, and the opportunities of profiteering given by 
the war, you have the material, as we realise from events in our own Country, 
for a very considerable conflagration. When I accused certain Linglish Jews of 
stirring up national batred I was not referring to Mr. Zangwill, but to certain 
of his friends who only casually mention economic causes and confine the main 
part of their polemics to allegations of purely racial or religious hatred, I felt 
that no good could come from such an agitation, and I still feel it to-day. No 
one welcomes more than I do the assurances in the closing sentences of Mr, 
Zangwill's letter that ‘the Jews are as ready as ever to work with the Poles for 
the happiness of their common motherland.’ ” 


A DUTCH MANIFESTO. 


The Niewewe Rotterdamsche Courant has published a Manifesto from 
various distinguished Dutchmen representing every shade of opinion, con- 
demning the pogroms, The Manifesto states: — 

‘We, the undersigned, having taken cognisance of the serious reports 
concerning the atrocious plundéring and massacring of the Jews in Poland and 
Galicia, are of opinion: That the League of Nations must be founded from 
the outset on right and equity, and that the oppression of minorities is inad-. 
missible: that the grave duty of powerfully opposing the anti-Jewish movement 
in Eastern Europe is especially encumbent upon Datch citizens, living as they 
do in a land where the liberties guaranteed by fundamenta! law have always 
been _respected. . . . . and we é€mphatically protest against these 
barbarous conditions, appealing to the conscience of civilised humanity to put 
an end to these mockeries.” 


FURTHER LABOUR PROTESTS. 

At a meeting held under the auspices of the West London, No. 5, Branch of 
the United Garment Workers’ Trade Ugion and West London Branch of the 
United Ladies’ Tailors’ Trade Union, the following resolution was adopted :-— 

“That this mass meeting protests against the terrible atrocities perpetrated 
by the Poles on the Jews in Galicia, Poland, and other p/aces; against the pillage, 
rape, plunder, and murder of the innocent men, women and children ; andcalils 
upon the Powers who are the custodians of Poland's liberty to be silent no . 
longer, because. the:ec silence is bound to stwmaulate the repetiioan of sad atroci- 
ties, This meeting further demands the establishment of an international and 
impartial commission. with power to call evidence and bring to justice all who 
are guilty in action Or participation of such atrocities.” 


PROTESTS FROM PALESTINIAN JEWRY, 


The Provisional Jewish Council of Palestine has addressed the followin 
resolution to President Wilson, M. Clemenceau, Mr. Lioyd George, an 
Signor Orlando :— 

“The Provisional Jewish Council of Palestine respectfully brings to your 
notice an earnest protest against the anti-Jewish pogroms in Poland and the 
Ukraine, where the Jewish people are being massacred in a brutal maaner, 
The New Poland is employing against the Jews the same method that the Turks 
employed against the Armenians. The world’s freedom, which mankind awaits 
from you, is endangered at the very beginning. The new States exist by your 
grace, and you can withdraw from them > oe of murder and establish 


an international guarantee to prevent a urrence of their misdeeds. The 
freedom of the world is impossible until p@a@e is assured to the Jewish people 
by its regaining possession of its National Home and its acquiring National 
Rights in the Jewish centres of the Diaspora.” The resolution is signed by 
Dr. J. Thon on behalf of the Executive of the Provisional Jewish Council, 


COMMITTEE OF PROTEST AGAINST POGROMS. 


[OFFICIALLY COMMUNICATED. } 

A meeting of the Executive was held at Zion Hall on the 3rd inst. Dr. D. 
Jochelman, the Chairman, presided. 

Detailed reports were submitted on the various meetings, both in London 
and in the provinces, in connection with the “Day of Mourning and Protest ” 
on Thursday, 26th June, particularly on the demonstrations which took place 
under the auspices of the Committee at the People’s Palace and the Pavilion 
Theatre, as well as the procession to Hyde Park, The Chairman congratulated 
those present on the great success of the undertaking, 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. J. L. Fine (Secretary of the United 
Ladies’ Tailors’ Trade Union) who acted as Hon. Secretary to the Committee 
for his valuable service rendered, and the great success achieved. A similar 
vote was passed to Mr. H. J. Morgenstern (Secretary of. the English Zionist 
Federation) for undertaking the responsible task of Organising the great 
procession and for his acting as Chief Marshall, 

The Treasurer, Mr. Morris Myer, reported that the income from donations 


* for the Protest expenses amounted to £490 17s. 5d., and that the expenses 


would reach about £250. Donations for the victims of the pogroms h 
been recorded to the amount of £700. It was decided Bape a reer 
statement as soon as possible, audited and signed by a chartered accountant. 

It was further decided to convene a Conference of the Organisations that 
co-operated in the matter, to which will be submitted a full report and the | 
balance-sheet. The conference will also have to decide whether or not the 
Committee should continue its existence. 

The Secretary reported that he had arranged with a film company, and a 
complete film of the procession had been taken, This would be shown in 
cinema theatres in London and the provinces, and. the. proceeds would be 
devoted to the funds in aid of the victims of the pogroms.

There appears to be no doubt as to the existence of mob violence against the 
Jews in Poland. The very explanations of the Polish apologists constitute an 
admission, We are not without experience of ethnic conflicts at home, but in all 
friendship for Poland we counsel her to prove her worthiness for re-endowment with 
Statehood by exhibiting at the earliest moment the capacity to keep her mobs in 
order. The putting down of riot is one of the elementary tasks of Government. It is 
for counsel! for the rioters to put in pleas, not for Governments, They must prosecute, 
and secure the peace of the commonwealth by sheer force of arms if necessary. Once 
order is restored, then comes the time for efforts to reconcile, 


The Daily Telegraph of Monday printed a letter from Capt. P. B- 
Faskally, who writes from the Savoy Hotel. The writer states in part :— 


As a British ex-officer, now a volunteer in the Polish Army, I fee] entitled, after 
having lived in Poland for several months, and after having toured over practically the 
whole of that country, to protest vigorously against the repeated, unfounded accusa- 
tions on the part of the Jews against the Poles. You are aware that Commissions of 
Inquiry are being sent all over Poland to clear up supposed murders, assassinations, 
massacres, &c., of Jews, and you have published in your paper, in the same columa as 
the article referred to above, the findings of those Commissions, which clearly refute 
the.allegations of the Jews. I insist that all the troubles with the Jewish population 
of Poland are due entirely to the extraordinary antagonism which the Jews continually 
and invariably show towards those who endeavour to restore order and peace in Poland, 
These opinions are unanimously held by the many British officers I have met in 
Poland who have been working there during the past six or eight months. Strict 
orders have béen issued and enforced by genera) headquarters of the Polish Army, 
severely punishing any maltreatment of, or acts of aggression against, the Jews by the 
Polish population. The records of acts of provocation on the part of the Jews are 
legion, and |] could cite many cases from personal observation in various parts Of the 
country,

Questions in Parliament. 

In the Honse of Commons on Tuesday, Lieut.-Commander 
KENWORTHY (Hull, I.L.) asked the Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
whether he was aware of the pogroms against the Jews in the Ukraine 
instigated and conducted by the counter-revolutionary troops and in 
particular by those under the command of Griegorief ; was this Griegorief 
receiving any support from the Allies; and what steps it was proposed to 
take to have these outrages stopped. 

Mr. C. HARMSWORTH, Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs (Luton, 
C.L.) replied : Reports have been received that many Jews have lost their 
lives in the course of the operations which have been proceeding between 
the forces of the Russian Soviet Government and the forces under the 
command of the Ukrainian leader Griegorief, who is stated to be strongly 
anti-Jewish in his sympathies. The answer to the second part of the 
question is in the negative. As regards the last part of the question, the 
Government are not in a position to take any steps as there are at present 
no allied troops in the area in which Griegorief is operating. 

Mr. LUNN (Rothwell, Lab.) asked the Prime Minister whether he 
could give any information as to Griegorief’s activities in South Russia; 
whether he had carried out wholesale depredations and massacres ; 
whether he had instituted pogroms against the Jews, and in many places 
wiped out the whole Jewish population; whether the British Government 
were now giving him financial, moral, or other assistance; and, if so, 
what was the precise nature of that assistance. 

Mr. HARMSWORTH: According to a wireless message received through 
Berlin from Odessa, the Ukrainian Chief, Griegorief, had recently 
announced the capture of Odessa by his forces from the forces of the 
Russian Soviet Government. As regards the second and third part of 
the hon. member's question, little reliable information bas been received, 
although Griegorief is reported to be strongly anti-Semitic in his 
sympathies. The answer to the fourth part of the question is in the 
negative, and the fifth does not accordingly arise. 


In the House.of Commons, on Wednesday, Sir C. KINLOCH-COOKE 
(Devonport, C.U.) aske@® the Secfetary of State for Foreign Affairs 
whether he was aware of the indignation prevailing in Jewish circles in 
this country at the continued massacres of the defenceless Jewish popula- 
tions in Polish towns; and whether he could see his way, in conjunction 
with the Allies, to take any steps that would put an end to these outrages. 

Mr. HARMSWORTH: The reply to the first part of the Hon. Member's 
question is in the affirmative. In regard to the second part, His Majesty’s 
Minister in Warsaw has already made representations to the Polish 
Government about the ill-treatment of Jews in Poland, and the United 
States Minister has done the same. Iam confident, as I informed the 
Hon. Member for the Hartlepools on June 30th, that these representa- 
tions have been effective, and that the Polish Government are determined 
to prevent anything in the nature of organised attacks upon the persons 
or property of Jews. 

An Hon. MEMBER: Is it not a fact that in every case in which these 
massacres were reported to have occurred a British mission was sent to 
inguire into it, and their report proved that the accounts were grossly 
exaggerate 

Mr. HARMSWORTH: The question of publishing the reports is now 
under consideration. I have already stated in the House that later 
reports indicate that there has been exaggeration. 


Installation of the Graad Rabbin ‘af 


Paris [F.0.C.] 

Last Friday, the administrative installation of M. Israel Lévi as Grand Rabbin 
of France took place in the Rue de la Victoire Synagogue. He was escorted 
into the Synagogue by the membersof the Central Consistory. Its President, 
Baron Edouard de Rothschild, delivered an address, in the course of which 
he mentioned the qualifications which had won for M. Lévi his appointment 
to the supreme position of spiritual Chief of French Jewry. 


France and the Jewish Question. 


A number of Deputies have addressed a letter to M. Pichon, the Foreign 


_ Minister, describing the unhappy position of several millions of fews in Poland 


and Rumania, and asking him to make clear to the Peace Conference the 
benevolent sentiments of France towards the Jews and other religious minorities, 

M. Pichon, in reply, stated that the French Government had made every 
effort to facilitate a thorough examination of Jewish questions and to ensure 
that conditions of absolute equality should be granted them in the new and 
the enlarged States. Qualified representatives of the Pdlish and Rumanian 


Governments had declared that they were ready to grant the Jews complete 
liberty and equality. The necessary guarantees had been formulated under the‘ 
form of a Treaty, and the Polish Government had signed the Treaty after 


a g formulated certain objections of a constitutional nature.—Reuter; Paris, 
onday, 


The Treaty with Poland. 


The Treaty with Poland, clauses of which as they affect the Jews, as also 
M. Clemenceau's covering letter, were printed in our last issue, are viewed 
by the French press from different standpoints according to the political colour 
of the papers. For instance, the Echode Paris, a reactionary journal, fears 
that the result will be to alienate support from t!e Leajue of Nations, for the 
Treaty establishes a distinction between the absolute suzsrainty of the Great 
Powers and fhe limited suzerainty of the small ones; and because it favours 
all manner of anti-Polish intrigues and forbids to Poland the formation of strong 
alliances, fundamentally economic, which are indispensable to it. The entiré 
document, says the Echo de Paris, is marked by Puritan politics. 

According to the Matin, M. Paderewski signed the Treaty without protest: 
Its terms, however, appear to have had a disconcerting efiect on M,. Bratiano, 
the Rumanian Premier, who (according to both papers cited) on learning from 
M, Clemenceau's letter that the same régime as that prescribed for Poland 
will be applied to the States among Which the territories of the former Austro- 
Hungarian Empire are to be divided, was deeply moved, and, after expressing 
his dissatisfaction, left Paris for Bucharest to consult with his colleagues, 


Militarist Revival in Germany. 


ANTI-JEWISH AGITATION. 


The special correspondent of the Daily Telegraph in Berlin, writing on the 
revival of militarism in Germany, says: “ Officers’ societies, closely connected 
with the Natipnal Party, are continually fighting, and apparently defeating, 
Noske’'s efforts to make his army a Republican instrument. Great pressure is 
brought to bear on the selection of personnel. For example, one of the points 
of the anti-Semite agitation is to keep all ‘ Jews, half-Jews, and pro-Jews' out 
of the army, and recruits are asked to insist on this before joining. 

This anti-Jew propaganda, which is exceedingly active and well furnished 
with funds, has just resulted in the beginning of the first pogrom in Berlin—a 
brutal cudgelling of people of a poor Jewish street by soldiers and well-dressed 
youths, It is also remarked that all big shops recently plundered were kept by 
Jews. Libels are propagated in thousands of incredibly coarse leaflets. One 
says that the Peace Delegation to Versailles was composed entirely of Jews, who 
sold Germany to the Allies; and a pretended letter is published in which one 


Jew writes from Paris to his son saying that he bas received 50,000,000 marks 


as his share of getting the Treaty signed. Jews are said to be revolutionists 
because the present anarchical upset gives them the best chance of getting rich. 
Herr Haase and Herr Kautsky, leaders of the Left Socialists, are Jews, but the 
political destruction of these politicians would scarcely justify this costly 
agitation. 

“A manifesto signed by the leading Majority Socialists, including the 
Ministers Herr Miller and Herr Wissel, thus describes the object of the anti- 
Jew campaign: * Mogarchical wire-pullers who stand in the background and 
supply the pogrom with money, with both hands, wish to cover the revolution 
with shame at home as well as abroad, and resurrect right soon on the ruins of 
a degraded Republic the old monarchical régime. Thus can they serve their 
plans in several directions by one blow—bludgeon the Jews, bring the Republican 
into disrepute, restore reaction to the saddle.’ 

“ This charge involves the Majority Socialists’ own coalition allies in the 
whole monarchical conspirarcy, for the Centrum organ, Germania, as a Jew- 
baiting paper, is a strong second-string to Count Reventlow's Deutsche Tages- 
zeitung itself, This makes the position of the Majority Socialists not less than 
desperate. If the military party wins, the follies it may commit and the con- 
sequent disasters to Germany are incalculable.” 7 


A Polish Jewish Manifesto to Peace Conference. 


According to the Warsaw Rozwaga, an association of Warsaw Jews 
styling itself ‘ Polish Patriots of the Religion of Moses,” hassenta manifesto to 
the Peace Conference of which the following is a translation :— 

The undersigned Jews, born in Poland, whose forefathers have lived\for 
centuries in this hospitable country and enjoyed peace and safety much greater 
than that of their coreligionists in other parts of Europe, especially in Spain, 
Portugal, and Germany, ask the Peace Congress to give the Jews, who feel 
themselves Jews, not only by religion, but by nationality, their own country, 
Palestine, where they can develop their own culture free from outside interfer- 
ence ; and to.arrange for those Jews who, while bolding to the religion of Moses, 
feel themselves citizens of the States which their forefathers have gnhabited, 
such conditions as will facilitate as much as possible their national u®on with 
the native population. 

It would-be well first of al] to form a Jewish State in Palestine, so as to pre- 
vent too great a crowding of Jews in the Christian countries and to prevent 
quarrels between the Nationa! Jews and Jews who wish for assimilation; secondly, 
to prevent the interference of outsiders between two races of two different religions 
inhabiting the same territory, since interference in such cases can only make 
things worse; and thirdly, that no political differences shou!d be created between 
two peoples who are already separated by religious differences. 

Jews cannot be generally treated as a separate nationality, as a great number 
of them do not wish for such treatment; thus the principle of each nation 
deciding its own fate cannot be applied to them. In order to apply this principle 
to a nation it must have its own living, national language, bistoric territory, and 
individual culture. The Jews have not these characteristics. They speak the 
language of the nations amongst whom they live. In Poland, however, they 
speak Yiddish, a kind of corrupted German. Civilised nations want more and 
more to separate Church from the State. The Jewish idea is that Church and 
State should be most strictly united. The Jews should have their own State in 
Palestine. Any other solution of the question would only make the state of 
things for the Jews and the people among whom they live more unhappy.

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Greeks and Jews. 


From Dr. L. BELLELI. 
‘To THE Eorror.! 


S:R.—The correspondence from Smyrna, which appeared in the columns 
of your valuable periodical cn the 6th instant, raises an extremely delicate 
question, and I beg leave to Saya few words on it which may perhaps voice 
the opinion of a good many, if not of every one, concerned in the matter. 

1. The apprehensions entertained by your correspondent do not seem 
justified by the experience of the past. There bas never been a single act of 
Jewish persecution on the part of any Government in modern Greece, and 
when, on some exceedingly rare occasions, slight disturbances occurred, the 
authorities promptly took the necessary steps and restored order with quite 
insignificant or no damage resulting to the Jews from the momentarily abnormal 
conditions, The general feeling of the Christian Greeks towards our core- 
ligionists is one of friendship with a manifest tendency to become the more 
sincere and cordial, the oftener the two elements come into contact and learn to 
understand each other. 

2. There is in the law of the country no restriction affecting the Jews or 
any citizens of whatsoever creed or racé; and in this respect Greece could teach 
more than one lesson to Rumania. An English author, Percy Falcke Martin, 
who visited Greece before the Balkan wars, roticed with surprise that, unlike 
the other liberal countries, the Jews there took no part in public life. The 
remark contains a great amount of truth if a comparison be made with most of 
the States, large and small, in Europe, America, and all over the world; but 
there is the fact that Corfu almost never, for fifty-five years since her annexa- 
tion to Greece, ceased having a Jewish member or two returned to the Corpora- 
tion by an electorate composed alike of Christians and Jews. The same may 
be said of Arta, Larissa, Triccala and Volo, which have formed part of the 
free Kingdom of Greece since 1831, although King George passed away betore 
the real sition of his ardeat wish to see a Jew sit in the House of Parliament 
at Athens. 

3. This, however, occurred a few years ago, after the happy event of the 
union of Salonika to the old kingdom, which enabled the Jews who constitute 
the majority in this second town of Greece to send to Athens four or five repre- 
sentatives chosen from among themselves. 1 take this as a good start which 
will, lam sure, in the course of time, lead to the possible election of a Jew by 
anot necessarily Jewish constituency, but anywhere in the country on the 
ground of his political opinions, and of the services he may be considered fit to 
render to the nation. What has occurred in Salonika is on the lines of what 
took pic: in Galicia under the Anpstrian rule; but the Greeks are too 
proud to allow themselves constantly to remain on the same level with a popu- 
lation so disreputably known for its pogroms. Let me conclude this paragraph 
by observing that. the presence of these Jews in the Greek Parliament marks a 
real improvement, with the obvious result that now the Jew who 
may be anxious to contribute to the prosperity and honour of the country will 
be sure to obtain the support required for the free and full development of his 
activities. 

+. In considering the religious question among the Greeks, one must bear 
in mind that they have been for five centuries under rulers who were fanatics 
and oppressors, continuously thinking of and perpetrating. compulsory con- 
versions, which automatically gave rise to a feeling of suspicion and mistrust 
between the various elements in the country. This unfortunate 
frame of mind has survived the liberation, but is gradually disappearing, and 
the nearer the nation gets to the attainment of its ideals and the larger its terri- 
tory grows the less it feels the necessity of keeping up hideous barriers, and the 
greater becomes the ¢/an it allows to its liberal impulses. I could name a 
number of Greek worthies who act on these principles; but not to encroach too 
much upon your valuable space I wil! mention only his Excellency Monsieur 
Caclamanos, the Greek Minister tothe Court of St. James, whois absolutely free 
from all racial or sectarian prejudices. They all have eminent Jewish friends in 
London, Paris, and other capitals, have-the opportunity of appreciating the 
fruit of the latter's labours on behalf of their respective countries, and honestly 
wish to see at work in their own land this richly gifted factor of modern 
civilisation, 

5. Such is the state of things which affec's the Jews of- Smyrna who are 
to be placed under the rule of undeniably liberal Greece. That the vilayet 
of Aidin will soon, de jure and de facto, be an inseparable part of the Greek 
Kingdom, to which historically and ethnically it belongs, nobody who watches 
the international arrangements now in progress can entertain the shadow of a 
doubt. In my opinion, this is a very favourable moment for the Jews to enter 
the new allegiance. Their numbers, some thirty thousand souls, will entitle 
them to (hree members in the national Parliament, who will go to strengthen 
the political influence of the Jewish element, paving the way for the action on 
broaJer views foreshadowed in a previous paragraph. With the Greek domi- 
nation they will certainly maintain the excellent position they bold at present ; 


they will have their just share in the administration of local affairs and © 


interests, they will sit in the councils of the Corporation, and the Chamber of 
Commerce will continue to bestow upon them the functions and bonours they 
deserve, while in the public hospitals the services of their medical men willbe 
looked forward to with the same eagerness asheretofore. In private enterprise 
there wil! be no antagonism between people of different persuasions, and, after the 
commendable example of the old provinces, it is to be hoped that mixed pariner- 
sbips will be formed working in common for mutual! profit and advancement. 
The question of the language presents no serious difficulty. A gentleman of 
their region, Monsieur Couriel, who obtained naturalisation after the conquest 
of Macedonia, was returned to Parliament at Salonika and now speaks fluently 
the Greek language of which he knew little or nothing before his election. 
Ten years Or so will suffice to overcome al! obstacles and to make of the Jews of 
Smyrna contented citizens of the Kingdom of Greece; they only need for this 
purpose to cultivate internal concord and friendly intercourse with fheir fellow- 
countrymen of the dominant creed,

The 38th and 39th are very pleasantly stationed near Rishon, 
le-Zion, and the 40th, which apparently comprises most of those recruited in 
Palestine, are at Rafa, near the border, aregion which, according to all reports, 
is lacking in the natural beauties of the Rishon-le-Zion district and devoid also 
of hospitable surroundings. |

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LONDON CADET SWEDISH DRILL CHAMPIONSHIP.

An Appreciation. 


From Lieut. V. JABOTINSKY, Ludd (Palestine), 
[To THE EpiTor.]} 


Sin,—I beg your permission to say a few words concerning the reference 
to the Jewish Chaplains in Palestine which appeared in your esteemed organ 
some weeks ago. Excuse my being so late—the delay is due to pressure of 
urgent work ; and I believe that my present letter (unless human nature is even 
worse, and fairness and gratitude even less common, than I think them to be) 
wiil only be one among many on the same subject. I want to place on record 
that, in my opinion, the statements ascribed to Major R. Salaman and Major Stern 
are absolutely incorrect fo far, at least, as the Rev. L. A. Falk, the Chaplain 
of the 38th Royal Fusiliers, is concerned. I am not sufficiently acquainted 
with ‘the activities of the other Jewish Chaplains attached to the Egyptian 
Expeditionary Force to assume their defence; but I have watched Mr. Falk's 


work for over a year and gladly seize this opportunity to express to him publicly. 


my grateful and respectful appreciation. 


In so far as Major Salaman’s statement is concerned, I am perfectly sure 
that his words simply could not be meant to apply to Mr. Falk. His 
Hebrew is very good, and I must add that he is a remarkably well-read Hebrew 
scholar in both ancient and modern literature; and, far from “ loathing his 
presence,” the men come to him in trouble, and he is their confidant in all their 
sorrows. Hissermons are always on a high level, permeated with a true spirit 
of Jewish patriotism; bis religious conceptions are tolerant and broad- 
minded; these sermons contributed largely to the Jewish education of our 
soldiers, and some of them I would be glad to read in print. I am sure Major 
Salaman did not mean Mr. Falk in passing bis disparaging remarks. 


Against Major Stern's siatement, I can only protest in the most resolute 
manner. If Major Stern never saw Mr. Falk in the firing line it is 
Major Stern's own fault. We, cfficers and men of the first Jewish battalion, 
saw Mr. Falk in the front line-many atime, by day and by night, both on the 
Nablous Road and in the Jordan Valley—and during bombardments, too. Once 
be went by day to Abweru—a village between our lines and the Turkish, which 
was held by one of our detachments, but with which communication was only 
allowed after night-fall, because the road to it was in full view of the enemy 
batteries. I must add that Mr. Falk's civic. courage in -upholding h’'s 
opinions was by no means beneath the level of his soldierly pluck, and I have no 
doubt whatever that this will be confi med by any officer or man who served 
with our “ Padre” through this memorable campaign.

Our esteemed correspondent, when he wrote, had evidently not seen 
the paragraph in our issue of May 16th—the number following that 
in which appeared the report of the meeting at Jews’ College at which 
Major Salaman and Major Stern spoke. We wrote as follows :— 


In reference to the observations attributed to Major Dr. Redcliffe 
Salaman, ina speech made by him at the special meeting of Jews’ College, 
as reported in our last issue, he desires us to state that he did not in the 
criticisms he made refer to the Rev. L. A. Falk or to any Chaplain sen; 
out from England. Asa matter of fact, in the course of his speech Major 
Salaman referred to Mr. Falk in terms of high praise. 


We would add that for our part we took Major Salaman's words to 
indicate his opinion of the class of Chaplain that was attached to 
the “ Jewish” regiments, not to refer to any iodividual 
Chaplain, and assuredly not to the Rev. L. A. Falk, of whom we have 
heard much since he has been in the Service, and invariably nothing 

but good. It ought, indeed, to have been obvious that Major 
Salaman did not allude to Mr. Falk, for be spoke of Chaplains 
“sent,” not those “ sent out.” 


We agree with our correspondent that it would be ridiculous to 
conclude from Major Stern’s observations either that because Major 
Stern did not see one there, no Chaplain attached to these particular 
units was ever in the firing line, or, still more so, to assume that he 
meant to convey that Mr. Falk was not. This is the first time we 
have known of such an interpretation bsing placed upon Major 
Stern’s words. None the less, we are very pleased to publish Lieut. 
Jabotinsky's letter with his well-informed and evidently heartfelt 
testimony to Mr, Falk’s work,—Ed.

THE GREAT COMMUNAL SCHEME. 


A meeting of the Council was held last Monday. Sir Adolph Tuck 
presided. There were also present :— 

“Dayan Feldman, Dayan Lazarus, Reys. A. A. Green and Ephraim Levine, Sir 
Philip Magnus; M.P., Drs. Snowman and Daschinsky, and Messrs. F. D. Benjamin,

and Otto Schiff. 

_ The chief. business of the meeting was the further consideration ci the 
ewish War Memorial Scheme. 

The CHAIRMAN raised the question whether it would be wiser for the 
College to issue an appeal now for their present requirements or wait till the 
bigger scheme of transferring the College to Oxford or Cambridge was launched. 
Whatever the result of the scheme, the current deficit had to be met. 

Mr. Scuirr did not think that an appeal should be made at the present 
modment. 

Dayan FELDMAN said that until they saw whether the scheme was likely to 
fructify they must carry on their work. He did not quite see low an appeal on 
their part would interfere in any way with the larger scheme. 

Mr. Scuirr said it bad been decided to postpone the 
for the scheme to the end of ‘September. If the Council now made 
an appzal for the present needs of the College, balf the peop'’e would 
tell them that they would not give now because the College was coming 
in under the memorial scheme. The other half, when asked for money for the 
bigger scheme, would say that they had given a donation only the other day. 
He had spoken to Mr. de Rothschild, and he shared his view that, as they 
hoped to receive a large amount of money later on, they should not make any 
appeal now. He thought their best steps would be to approach the Council 
which would be appointed, and to put the position of the College before them. 

The CHAIRMAN remarked that even if he started his appeal about the time of 
Rosh Hashana, about six months would be required to get the necessary 
amount together. 

Mr, Frank I. Lyons said he did not think the College bad any present 
claim upon the War Memorial Council. Theschemeof moving the College to 
Oxford or Cambridge might be successful or not, but educition was an 
immediate want in the Community, and they wanted money immediately for 
something tangible. -He did not think that eny money collected now would 
interfere with the larger Scheme. The latter would depend entirely on the 
manner in which it was put to the public. The present want of the Community 
was entirely educational. If the public would not assist in movifig the College, 
they must assist in improving it here. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN said that he agreed with both Mr. Lyons and Mr. 
Schiff. He thought the former was right in saying that it would be very 
doubiful whether the College would be wise in claiming a sum belore the 
scheme was in order. At the same time, he agreed with Mr. Scliiff that they 
ought to give the scheme achance. As far as the College was concerned, they 
ought to look forward beyond the needs of the hour to the larger scheme which 
the future promised to them. He was inclined to think that the public was not 
at all apathetic tothe scheme. It had as yet only been adumbraied. The 
moment had arrived when the Jewish Community in this country were prepared 
to give full consideration to something which was placed before them ina proper 
way, and he thought the scheme could be put before the Community in such a 
manner that it would succeed. It was not new for the College to haveadeficit, 
and he thought that the treasurers should makea final eflort to get the money they 
required without coming to the public at the present moment. 

Mr. AuGuUSTUS KAUN proposed that the matter be referred tothe Executive 
Committee, with the power to act, 

Mr. S. H. EMANUEL, K.C., said he did not think they would have any 
power to give part of the funds collected for the Memor:al Scheme to Jews’ 
College to wipe out a deficit, and they would not be doing the scheme any harm 
if, in issuing an appeal now, they expressed the hope that the appeal would be 
the last one they would bave to make. that, through a generous response to the 
Memorial Scheme, such an appeal would be unnecessary in the future. 

The following resolution was adopted :— 

That the gentlemen appointed by the meeting at the Central Hall, Westminster,

on June 11th, be consulted within the next few days as to the issue of an appeal for 
Jews’ College to cover the deficit for the current year, and that, should no objection 
be raised to such an appeal, it be issued at the discretion of the Treasurers. 


The CHAIRMAN read a letter from the Jewish War Memorial Council 
inviting Jews’ College to send two delegates to that Council. 
Sir Adolph Tuck and Mr, Augustus Kahn were unanimously appoi: ted. 


A Jewish Portrait Painter. 


Mr. JOSHUA SMITH, the well-known Jewish water-colour artist, has just 
concluded avery interesting exhibit of his work at his studio ‘in England's 
Lane, Hampstead.

PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 


Me. ANTHONY DE Rotuscn!Lp, the President, was in the Chair at the 
annual distribution of prizes, which took place last Sunday at the Institution, 
Among those present were Lieut.-General Sir John Monash, G.C.M.G., 
K.C.B., and Lady Monash, The latter handed the awards to the successful 
pupils. 

A bouquet having been presented to Lady Monash by a little girl, who 
asked her to accept it from the children, 

Mr. ANTHONY DE ROTHSCHILD, who was applauded upon rising, said that 
it was bis privilege that day, on behalf of all present, to welcome there Sir 
Jobn Monash, Lady Monash and Miss Monash. He was sure that they 
would all agree with him when he said how greatly they (the audience) 
appreciated the kindness of Sir John and Lady Monash in coming there, 
He then described some of Sir John's deeds before and during the war, and 
Suggested that the General himself should give them further details later on ia 
the afternoon. Time passed quickly, and they were perhaps prone to forget 
the difficulties and the troubles they had successfully overcome. On behalf of 
ail supporters of that Institution, he said they realised that they were only 
successful in getting through their various difficulties by reason of the 
indefatigable energy of the whole staff. They were particularly indebted to 
their Headmaster and Headmistress, Mr. and Mrs. Kaye, They also appre- 
ciated the work of Mr. Giles and Mr. Weston, who had trained the children ina 
play which was to be performed subsequently. He was sorry that Mr, Giles 
was leaving them, but could assure him that their good wishes would accompany 
him wherever he went. In regard to the special appeal for £20,000, Mr. de 
Rothschild reported that up to date they had received 416,000. That was a 
very good sum, but they were grateful for favours to come, and hoped they 
would receive a good deal more. To the boys and girls who had left Norwood 
during the last year, and to those who were about to go out into the world 
shortly, he said that that day was the day of thanksgiving for peace. Let them 
make it a real day of thanksgiving, and remember what had happened and 
what bad been done in the last five years. He impressed upon them not to 
forget it all too soon, but to remember what it meant and what it had cost them 
and ali. (Applause.) 

Lady Monash then distributed the prizes, after which severat of the children 
took part in the play referred to by the President, It was entitled “The 
Unbelievers,” and the music and words were written by Mr. C. E. Giles and Mr. 
S. Weston respectively. The young performers played with great spirit, and 
more than one displayed exceptional talent. All of them, as well as the author 
and composer, thoroughly merited the congratulations tendered to them by the 


President, who, on behalf of all present, also tendered hearty thanks to Sir John 
and Lady Monash. 


In response, Sir JOHN MONASH said that the President had over and over 
again reiterated an expression of his own obligation and the obligation of that 
company to Lady Monash and himself for coming there. He wanted them to 
believe that the obligation was all on the other side. It had been a very great 
honour and pleasure for them to be there. What he bad seen of the Institution 
had filled him with admiration, and had made upon him a deep impression « 


He would like to convey his very warmest congratulations to everybody con-. 


nected with the Institution, for one had no doubt of the efficiency of the 
management from first to last. (Hear, hear.) Sir John also added his word 
of praise to the performers and authors of the play they bad just witnessed. In 
accordance with the Chairman's suggestion, he detailed some of his experiences 
in the war, and especially the attack on Mont St. Quentin (as described in the 
interview in our columns with which the General favoured us some 
few months ago). Speaking of his impressions of the Asylum, he said 
that he was very much struck with the excellent war effort of the 
Institution, for he was told that during the war special concessions were 
made whereby a child was admitted to the Institution if the 
father was serving at the Front. The management, he was sure, need 
have no fear for the future of the Asylum. He felt confident that in their 
present President, Mr. Anthony de Rothschild, they bad a man who, by reason 
of his youth, his energy, and his attractive personality, would leave his mark 
on that Institution. In reference to the plans for the future expansion of the 
Asylum, he thought that, having regard to the wealth of the Jewish Com- 
munity of the country, they would raise the £100,000 required. On his own 
bebalf and that of Lady Monash, he congratulated all the boys and girls who 
had received prizes and the old boys and girls who, by the prizes they had 
gained, showed that they had been true to the traditions and training they had 
received at Norwood. Apart from his congratulations, he desired to say a word 
about the future. A great many of the children bad never known a time that 
was not a time of war, but at last the Allies had achieved a great victory, We 
should see that we used that victory wisely and well for the future prosperity 
ofthe country. The great lessons taught by the war were the value of dis. 
cipline, mutual trust and mutual confidence, and the value of work and 
industry.

Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home. . 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


Tae annual meeting of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home was held on 
Sunday at the Home in Nightingale Lane, Balham. Sir EDWARD STERN, 
President, was in the Chair, 


Sir EDWARD STERN, in moving the adoption of the annual report, said 
they were met together for the first time since the signature of peace. Though 
it might be imagined that that little place was far removed from the troubles of 
the world, they bad bad great trouble and anxiety during the war. Bombs had 
fallen quite close to the school, and the cost of upkeep had increased enormously. 
In addition they had had great difficulty in maintaining an adequate staff. 
Now that peace had been signed they heard that there were to be great 
rejoicings and revelry. His own feeling was that this was not exactly a time 
for revelry. There were so many people who had lost their sons and relatives 
and who would not feel exactly inclined for revelry. But the young people 
should realise that peace had been restored and that that was an occasion 
for rejoicing. He welcomed the presence of several visitors. Among 


.them was Mrs. De Sola, daughter of the late Rev. Isaac Samuel, who had 


regarded that Home almost as one of his children. He was the Hon. Secretary 
since its foundation, and he always cherished it. «Another visitor was 
Miss Annie Landau, whom he regarded as one of the best teachers in the world, 
or at any rate inthe Jewish Community. She had guided the Evelina Schoo! in 
Jerusalem through a great many troubles and brought it. to the pitch of being 
one of the greatest schools in the East. During the war she had conducted a 
school in Alexandria, which had earned the praise of all the authorities. He 
was also glad to see Sir Philip Magnus, who had rather neglected them of late, 
but had now come back to his old love. One point came out clearly from the 
report and that was the admirable skill with which the Home had been conducted 
by Miss Davids. (Cheers.) Shehad shown what a woman coulddo, This was 
the first time that a Jewish school in this country bad been completely managed 
by a woman and it had turned out a great success. The number of children 
remained about fifty. He was glad it was not more, as it showed that there 
were fewer deaf and dumb; but Miss Davids thought there were Jewish deaf and 
dumb children in otherschools. They wereseeking a new teacher of domestic 
economy, a subject which was very popular among the children and extremely 
useful, It was very gratifying to find that the employers, who bad taken some 
of the children as apprentices, were anxious to keep them on after their 
apprenticeship was ended, showing that. they worked extremely well. 
Dr. Bichholz, H:M. Inspector, had expressed himself extremely pleased 
with the bright appearance of the children. He hoped they would look 
at some of the handiwork of the children. The woodwork was made 
from drawings according to scale, and every credit was due to Mr. Musson, the 
instructor. The health of the children was fairly good. They were very grate- 
ful for the help rendered by the Aid Society. He congratulated the Kev. M, 
Adler, their Hon. Secretary, on his safe return, and on having won the D.S.O., 
the first Jewish clergyman to have done so, He emphasised the financial diffi- 
culties of the Home, due to high prices, They were in debt, and were con- 
fronted with the necessity of carrying out extensive repairs. He proposed to 
give £500 towards wiping out the deficit of 42,000, and he hoped otkers would 
follow hisexample. (Cheers.) 

The Rev. Il. Harris seconded the motion for the adoption of the report. 
He said the claims upon the Home were pathetic, and he appealed for increased 
Support. 

Mr. JoserH, Treasurer, said that the income last yeag had decreased by 
£500, whereas the expenditure had increased by 4570. 

Mr. M. CASH pointed out that last year, apart from the contribution of the 
Aid Society, the Community only subscribed £346 to the Home. He could not 
believe that the Community were callous to the needs of these afflicted children. 

Sir PHicip MaGunus, M.P., moved the re-election of the hon. officers and, 
committees. He said that the Home had progressed enormously since the time 
when he was President. He thought be had rendered the institution great 
service by inducing Sir Edward Stern to succeed him. 

Mr. A. A. SEARLE seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously. 

The Rev. M. ADLER, D.S.O., in moving a vote of thanks to Miss Davids 
and the staff, drew attention to the small suppott accorded by the provinces. 
They had 21 children from the provinces, but only received subscriptions 
amounting to #12, of which £8 came from one town. 

The vote was carried by acclamation and briefly acknowleged by Miss 
DAVIDS. 

On the motion of Miss LANDAU, thanks were accorded to Sir Edward Stern, 

The meeting was preceded by the meeting of the Aid Society. Mr. A. A. 
SEARLE presided, amd mentioned that nearly 4150 had been contributed to the 
Hiome last year. 

Mr. Lionel Stephany was elected Treasurer, in the place of Mr. M. Cash, 
to whom a presentation was made in recognition of his services since the 
foundation of the Society. 3 

An interesting programme was performed by the children, who, in recita- 
tions, drill and dances, showed how well they had been taught and incidentally 
revealed the patience required to instruct them. They were rewarded with 


loud applause from a large company, which included many old pupils of the ~ 


Home. Prizes were distributed by Mrs. O. E. D'Avigdor Goldsmid.

THE KING'S MESSAGE TO ANGLO-JEWRY.

Very Rev. Sir,—I have received His Majesty's command to thank 
you for the special Order of Service of Praise and Thanksgiving for use 
in Synagogues on Sunday, July 6tb, which you have been good enough 
to forward for the King’s acceptance. 

At the came time I am to thank you for the assurance that the 
prayers of British Jewry will be offered up to Almighty God, that the 
sufferings and woe inflicted by the desolations of War may find a healing 
in the cra of Peace which has now begun.

GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 

The Curer Raoeat, after reciting the prayer for the King and the Royal 
Family, read the Royal Proclamation, appointing the day as one of general 
thanksgiving, and delivered an address. He said, in part: The children of 
Israc}, the scions of the oldest of free peoples, had assembled in their synagogues 
religiously to take part in a common act of worship with their fellow-citizens 
throughout the Empire, They thanked God for the day of the signing 
of the Peace, for the official close to the desolation of the war and 
the suffering and anarchy during the equally ruinous months since the cessa- 
t:on of hostilities last November. The outlook was still appalling. Over a large 
portion of the earth—among formerly prosperous peoples, there now prevailed 
civil war and an unloosening of all the savage instincts of man; fabulous 
death-rates, stark famine, and all the hideous diseases resulting from famine, 
Now, thank God, the deep darkness and shadow of deatli would lift. But it 
would be a slow and painful process of years. Civilisation, especially in Centra! 
and Eastern Europe, could be compared to a man rescued from drowning ; 
aod infinite patience and far-seeing statesmanship were required for recovery to 
normai life. 

But aot only in enemy and far-distant countries was there need of wise and 
erreful leadership. Might the spirit of lawlessness never invade our land; and 
might there never be revolt or lamentation in our streets! True democracy 
would form the basis of the new States. The League of Nations was embody- 
ing the principle of equality of all the governed, irrespective of race, language, 
or religion, into the treaties by which the new States were now called into 
existence. There was, they knew, a vast abyss between promise and perform- 
ance, between rights on piper and rights in practice, but these treaties betokened 
@ moral revolution that would never go backward 

They must turn their thoughts to the men who had rendered that day 
possible. Gratefully did they remember all who had fought in gladness the 
battle of freedom and righteousness. Solemnly, reverent!y, did they call to mind 
those sons of their people who made the supreme sacrifice for King and Country, 
ever whose dead bodies the country had marched to victory :— 

‘ Their glory shal! not be blotted out; 

Their name liveth for evermore, 

Aad tte congregation telleth out their praise."’ 
A portion of those words from the ancient Hebrew sage, “ Their name liveth 
for evermore,” had been selected by the Imperial War Graves Commission as 
the words to be carved on the central stone of remembrance on the British 
cemeteries in France and Belgium. ight these words be more than a tomb- 
atone inscription within the House of Israel! Let them ensure that the glory 
of their heroes be never blotted out, that their name shall live for evermore. 
A memorial scheme had been put forward fora living monument to these men 
—the endowment of Jewish religious education in the widest sense. Fathers 
aod mothers are asked to make their dear ones, even in their death, become the 
builders of our future; to link their names with that of Israel and Israel's 


- Torah, and thus make them sharers of Israel's immortality. 


WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE, 


The Rev. Istpore Harris said that, in holding a Peace Thanksgiving 
.Service which had been officially decreed, they were not only proclaiming them- 
‘selves faithfal citizens of Great Britain and loyal and devoted subjects of His 
" Majesty the King, but were also proclaiming themselves faithful Jews, who held 

in reverence the foremost of Jewish ideals, which was the love of peace and the 
pursuit thereof. Those fallen heroes whom they called to sorrowful remem- 
‘brance even in the midst of their jubilations, what did their death not teach 
‘them! These men, the flower of our manhood, most of them standing on the 


threshold of life's great adventure, gave up all its wonderful possibilities—for * 


‘what? For a greatidea which appeared to them to be something bigger and 
worthier than this earthly existence.. And now that at length there was Peace, 
what was needed in order that we might reap the full fruits of their sacrifice? 
They could not, with any claim to consistency or justice, celebrate a Peace 
thanksgiving while their hearts continued to nurse hatred of their former 
enemies. That would be to substitute for the finality of peace the uncertainties 
of an armed truce. The covenant of the League of Nations, which the wisdom 
of statesmen had incorporated in the Treaty of Peace, looked forward to the 
time when even those who had been most bent on strife would be admitted to 
a fellowship of peoples pledged to aid one another in the maintenance of inter- 
ational concord. 


The service, which was an adaptation of that compiled by the Chief Rabbi,’ 


cluded a memorial prayer for the fallen members of the synagogue, all of 


whom were mentioned by name, and ended with the singing of the National 
Anthem, 


BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE, 


Rabbi Dr. H. GoLLancz, preaching at the Bayswater Synagogue, said: 
“ When the royal moralist uttered the sentiment, ‘There is nothing new under 
the sun,’ he could not have divined an occasion in the world's history such as 
they were celebrating that day. Wars there certainly bad been in the course of 
ages ever sincé. Inthe infancy of the world, a brother rose up to slay his 
brother, and the curse of Cain had left its mark on the forehead of man. But 
they bad seen a whole world in arms, and had to deplore the loss of millions 
of lives, the desolation of the fairest tracts of country, the most vicious 
inbumanity on the part of creatures said to be formed in God's likeness, the 
hardships and cruelties incidental to all wars, and the general set-back of the 
economic and indusirial conditions of a whole world. They who stood for the 
party that abhorred the idea of war as the instrument in se/tling national or 
international disputes, looked forward with hope to the possibility of a real 
League of Nations to make any future war a matter of impossibility. It was 
needless for him to dwell upon the trying ordeal through which we bave all 
passed during nigh five years. Now, thanks to the triumph of right over might, 
all will be changed, and they were met for the solemn purpose of expressing 
thankfulness to the Eternal Disposer of events for having judged us worthy 
custodians of the principles of justice and right. Wou!d that we could forget 
the terrible days of the past years! Yet, if we forgot them, we might forget 
their warning. Would that they could bring their minds to believe that the 
world has been plunged by this war of warts to bring about a better world! 
When the natural passions and bitter feelings will have been toned down, may 
there be a better understanding between those who have been euemies in the 
past, that the world may come to realise that meg and nations were but links 
in the one stupendous whole of Heaven's economy, that there was an inter- 
dependence between country and country, between man and man, and that the 
continued interruption in the outward visible effect of this interdepegdence is 
so much moral and material loss to the power and prosperity of the world in 
general. Therefore, he would say, be angry, but sin not; let them harbour no 
vengeance in their hearts. In their daily prayers they said to God: ‘Io anger, 
remember to be merciful.’ Should we deny to others that which we ask for 
ourselves? Let the peace be a rcal and true peace; let there b2 no fly in the 
ointment of peace to spoil and vitiate its fragrance.” 


Mc, Arthur M. Friedlander, A.R.C.M., the choir director, composed 
special music for the occasion. 


BOROUGH SYNAGOGUE. 

The Revs. M. Rosenbaum and E. Frank officiated, assisted by an 
augmented choir. Mr. RoseNBAUM, in the course of his sermon, said that if 
the war had been caused by the negation on the part of our enemies of the 
ancient Jewish docirine, that “ Righteousness exalteth a nation, but sin as @ 
reproach to a people,” it was necessary that we should ever bear in mind that 
we had been engaged in a conflict between contrasting ideals. If we were to 
enjoy the fruits of victory, the ideals for which we bad fought and poured forth 
blood and treasure without stint must be our ideals in peace time also. A new 
and fairer order must arise. Mr. Rosenbaum referred to the unhappy positioa 


of our coreligionists in Eastern Europe and asked for a generous response to 
the appeal on behal/ of the Russo-Polish Fund. 


BRIXTON SYNAGOGUE. 


The white draping of the ark, almemar, and pulpit gave the Synagogue a 
solemn appearance. .The scriptural selections were intoned by the Rev, M. 
Morris, and the Rev. A. Misucon preached the sermon amd recited the 
thanksgiving and memorial prayers. In the course of his sermon Mr. Mishcon 
said :—Gratitude, not glee, is the key-note of our service ; ar4 those in charge 
of fixing the peace celebrations have shown a proper understanding of the 
people's mood in setting aside this day for solemo thanksgiving as distinct 
from the joyous festivities to be held at a later date. . We may not all have the 
inclination to rejoice for the present, but gratitude overflows the heart of 
everyone of us. Contrast the manner in which the Jew is bidden to 
commer orate his triumphs with the action of the Polish nation, who are rising 
to independence, and are butchering the Jews who helped them to regain their 
freedom! With the massacres of Poland in our minds, how can we focus our 
moods upon rejoicing? Still, the Lord be praised, even here there is cause for 
hope and gratitude. The text of the Treaty of Peace to be signed by Poland, 
as printed in tbe last isstie of the Jewisn CHRronicce, shows that a resolute 
effort is being made by the Peace Conference to secure and safeguard the 
religious freedom, the civil and political rights’of our brethren in that country, 
so that they shall never again be molested or malireated. 


BRONDESBURY SYNAGOGUE, 


Dayan H. M. Lazarus, M.A., took as his text the opening words of the 
service, Isaiah lii., 7: “ How beautiful upon the mountains are the {cet of the 
Messenger of good tidings, that announceth peace, etc. .. ." Was there, he 
asked, a heart that was not filled with grateful emotion, was there an eye that 
was so dim as not to have a touch of prophetic vision when they stood before 
the dawn of the great future? Mankind from earliest infancy appreciated the 
blessings of peace, yet, however, they played with it ina child-like thoughtlessmess, 
and when they had let peace fall and break, they shed tears of sorrow for its 
restoration, History showed an inexplicable callousness towards the blessing 
of peace by recording so many terrible wars. Still, sorrow always elevated 
humanity. The hope which we all cherished was that since there had never 
before been sucb a world-wide sorrow as ours, the peace, too, would be such 
as has never been exampled before. It was a great bope that nations pledged 
themseives, unitedly and severally, to keep the peace unbroken. 


A hand- 
ful of men made the most terrible war, and the who'e world 
must uote to maintain the peace. Isaiah fitly compared peace to 
a river and overflowing streams. For peace, lke rivers, gathers 
volume and impetus from its tributaries. Great rivers have small 


beginnings ih the hills, and the rivulets fertilize their shallow banks before they 
fall into the overflowing stream and add to its force and blessedaess. So peace 
flows {com the lofty ideals of the individual, growing into the forceful, beating 
tide, which, happily, is now beating upon every shore. In the solemn hour of 
thanksgiving, the debt they owed to the fallen should not be forgotten. They 
had served and died in order to preserve the future, and, they in retura, should 
serve and live in order to preserve tho future for their children. A great 
burden had been piled upon their children, and every endeavour was being made 
to lighten it for them materially. Why not also spiritually? 1f our defenders 
had defended the Empire as half-heartedly as many Jews defend their Jewish 


heritage, could they have saved ine world? Every endeavour should be m 
to save the Jewish future for our children. ag

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A Sermon for the Week.

~ WALKING HUMBLY WITH GOD. 


“To walk humbly with thy God.” —Micah vi., 8. 


IT is but another name for Religion. God requires of us the practice of 
justice and benevolence, and the humble observance of His law. Humility is 
thus identified with what we understand by Religion. It was a plant little 
known among the ancients; it first grew to perfection, violet-like, in 
the reticed and shady hills of Judea. Everything that we call meek and 
bumble the ancients considered as mean and contemptible. A haughty 
imperious, overbearing nature, a high opinion of their own bearing and wisdom, 
a contempt of all other nations but their own, a quick sense and a keen resent- 
ment, not only of inquiries but even of the slightest affronts—these were pre- 
dominant characteristics of the Romans. That gentleness of disposition, that low 
estimation of our own merits, that ready preference of otHers to ourselves, that 
fearfulness of giving offence, that abasement of ourselves in the sight of God 
which we call humility, they considered as the mark of a tame, abject, 
and unmanly mind. Humility is essentially a Biblical, a Jewish viriue. “I 
dwell with him who is of a humble and contrite spirit, and tremblcth 
at my word.” The Rabbinical writings are full of praise of this virtue. 
“ Be very humble,” says one Sage, “for the hope of man is worms.” ‘“ Who- 
ever humbles himself,” says another, “will be exalted by God, but whoever lifts 
himself up with pride will be degraded by God.” Moses was the greatest of 
the prophets and legislators of Israel, and yet he was the meekest of men. 
God chose the lowliest of the mountains, Sinai, on which to reveal Himself. 
As waters descend from a height to find rest in alowly spot, so the words of the 
Torab can only stay with one who has a humble mind. Be like the threshold 
trodden by everyone, and like the lowest peg on which all thingshang. But ofthe. 
proud man God says, heand I cannot dwell in the world together. Such a man is 
as one who denies God, or as one who worships idols. On the other hand, to be 
humble, signifies to range oneself with “those who are injured but do not injure 
others, who heat themselves reproached and do not reply, who rejoice in the 
divine chastjsements and render God-loving service.” Rather be the persecuted 
than the persecutor. If thou hast become eminent in learning, pride not thyself 
thereon, for therefore wast thou created. Sirive not after might and power, 
which exalt you in the eyes of man and 


DEBASE YOU IN THE EYES OF GOD. 


Who will inherit the future world ? He who bends hic tnee in humility before 
God, who enters the house of study and leaves it with :sodest mien. What God 
rejected in an animal offering, He accepted in a human offering. An 
animal with broken limbs was rejected, but no offering is more acceptab’e to 
Heaven than that of a broken beart. He who brought a burnt-offering to 
the Temple. received the reward of a burnt offering, the sacrifice of a 
peace-oflering was rewarded as a peace-offering ; but he who brought io his 
service a lowly spirit earned the reward of ali the offerings. Such are the 
teachings which Judaism has given to the world; and which the religions 
sprung from her loins are too often inclined to claim as their own discovery. 
Humility is the sense of our absolute nothingness in the vitw of infinite great- 
ness, in comparison with tbe might and majesty of Heaven. And only that 
man can be truly humble who realises his relat'on to God as the work of God's 
hand, as the clay which the poditer moulds according to his will. Io other 
words, humility is a virtue which belongs only to the religious man. 
“Shall a -mortal man considér himself pure before God? Nor is the 
recognition of the religious man that he is created in the divine image 
ca'culated to make him aught but humble, for along with the thought goes that 
of the immeasurable distance which separates him from divine perfection. “ My 
God,” we pray in our daily prayers, “the soul which Thou hast given me is 
pure,” and the thought of the soul's primitive purity necessarily reminds us of 
the sins by which we sully its purity, of the impaired condition in which 
we restore it to its Giver when we go hence. Indeed, our belief in the 
likeness of human-naiure to the divine is the source of ovr humility, for 
it is the thought of that resemblance which quickens in us the sense of 
our infinite inferiority. The mirror of the soul reflects a heavenly back- 
ground, notwithstanding that its surface is often dimmed by the impure 
breath of sin. And the more humble a man is, the readier to acknowledge 
his unworthiness, the brighter shines forth the image of God within him. To 
walk humbly is in itself a virtue, but to walk hambly witth God is to live a life 
of constant communion with the highest which raises a man to heavenly heights 
of endeavour and achievement. The corn bends its head when full of ripe 
grain; the more we ripen to excellence the humbler we shall become, Without 
humility no sonl ever turns to God. And without bumility religious progress 
is impossible. Pride is the destruction of the principle of progress ; it whispers 
to us continually that we are already a!l that could be desired, or it points our 
aitention to high positions and ambitious efforts beyond the scope of other 
men, But .

js notto be measured by our attempting many or extraordinary duties well; and 
humility, when it reigns in the soul, carries this principle into practice, It 
umay be thought that the social foes of bumility are less powerful now than in 
bygone years; that good taste and the strengthening current of political demo- 
cracy are bound to ensure a bumble frame of mind. But this is to ferget that 
the essence of all moral excellence lies not in external conformity to a conven- 
tional standard, but in an inward disposition under the control of a recognised 
principle. The humility of good taste is simply an affair of appropriate phrases 
and gestures, the result of a socially enforced conformity to an outward law. 
The humility of democratic feeling is ofien a very vigorous force of pride 
which is scarcely at pains to disguise its real character. The demand for an 
impossible social equality, which has done and is doing so much to discredit 
some of the noblest aspirations for liberty the modern world has known, is due 
to the temper which creates a tyranny, only working under circumstances which 
for the moment forbid it. . The impatience in the one case is the impatience of 
a superior in the other. To be genuine, humility must be based on principle ; 
it niust be based on the religious principle. Humility is not the lack of courage ; 
it is not the poverty of spirit which shrinks from an encounter, It is not 
an abandonment of inalienable responsibilities; to God alone we must 
make account for what we believe and do. Still less is humility a false, 
artificial “posture of the’ soul,’ a kind of dramatic attifude, puiting 
on language, and [ooks, and a demeanour that might belong to something that 
is not really felt. Beyond everything else humility is the victory of truth in 
the soul and character; it is truth, daring, determining to recognise the 
insignificance and pollution of a man's real self beneath the purity and majesty 
of God. Lut being such as this, humility is not an isolated excellence; it does 
not jostle against or undermine other forms of goodness, which equally with 
itself are integral portions of moral perfection... It is a part of a great mortal 
whple. . Instead of prescribing it promotes the growth of virtues, unlike, yet 
‘not unfriendly with itself. It is entirely consistent with justice and loving 


mercy :—“‘ What doth the Lord thy God require of thee but to do justice to 
jove mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God?” , 


JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


Dr. WEIZMANN AT LIVERPOOL & MANCHESTER. 
Liverroo-t [F.0.C.) 


The local campaign for the Palestine Restoration Fund was opened on 
Sunday by the visit to Liverpool of Dr, C, Weizmann and Dr. Schmarya 
Levin, who were accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. I. M. Sie. In the morning, 
Dr. Weizmann and Dr. Levin addressed a Conference of leading members of 
the Community at the Royal Institution, when Dr. Weizmann made a state- 
ment on the Zionist position at the Peace Conference. About /1,500 was sub- 
scribed. Ina the afiernoon, the visitors spoke ai a crowded public meeting at the 
Picton Lecture Hall. Many hundreds were unable to secure admission, A 
further sum of 41,000 was subscribed. 

The campaign is being carried out under the auspices of the Zionist Central 
Council, and Mr. H. Roskin, 73, Bedford Street. the Treasurer, will be pleased 


to receive further donations, which will be published in due course in the Jewish 
Press, 


MANCHESTER 

A representative Conference was held at the Midland Hotel, on Monday, 
in order to hear addresses from Dr. C. Weizmann and Dr. Schmarya Levin. 

Mr. Jerome Jacons, who presided, extended a cordial welcome tothe 
visitors on b half of the Zionist Representative Council. That welcome, he 
said, was enhanced by the pleasant knowledge that Dr. Weizmann had very 
recently been bonoured by having the degree of Doctor of Laws conferred upon 
him, and that, in addition to scientific merit, it had be:n bestowed because of 
bis great services to the Jewish people. 

Dr. WeIzMANN, who was enthusiastically received, said that whereas 
formerly they were struggling—Zionisis against non-Zionists—to estab- 
lish Zionist principles, to-day they stood united on a Zionist plattorm. 

Speaking of the present condition of the movement and of his experiences at 
the Paris Conference, he related the difficulties they had to encounter in an 
Opposition consisting of three elements—the Catholic, the Arabs, and the Jews 
themselves. The latter element, though not s'rong numerically, was to a 
certain extent influential. He and M. Sokolow appeared almost alone, if 
thousands of Jews were behind them. There were many difficulties that sepa- 
rated them from that support. They had to use their spare time to fight their 
own people before presenting their case. On so momentous an occasion, when 
&@ great Opportunity had at length arrived for presenting the Jewish claim, even 
at so critical a moment, a Jew could not withhold his opposition. Referring to 
future prospects, Dr. Weizmann said that it was reasonably certain that, unless 
some unforeseen catastcophe occurred, Great Britain would be the mandatory 
Power over Palestine. It was essential from a Jewish point of view that such 
should be the case. Palestine would have definite bounds to develop it 
economically, independently of thecountry which surrounded it. It must, however, 
be developed by Jewish hands in order to enlarge its spbere and make it eventuaHy 
capable of permitting a settlement of a considerable population. To render 
tbis possible, certain boundaries were drawn, Within such boundaries a Jewish 
National Home would be set up. There was no Jewish State at present, and 
there could not be one for some considerable time. States were not ready 
made, they cou!ld not bé purchased off hand, but must develop out of the life 
and activity of the Community. But, whatever big thing was to be accomplished 
in Palestine must be done by Jewish organisations. There would be called 
together alierwards a Jewish Council, and in this Council Zionist organisations 
would by reason of their past work take the initiative. It would 
be somewhat like a chartered company, with the great difference that 
it would not be a private but a public utility body, working for the welfare of 
the country. Jewry had never passed through such strenuous times as now. 
That was perhaps a source of weakaess, but it was also a source of strength 
and inspiration. Let no one be discouraged, but understand there was no going 
back on the British Declaration. Jews had no force of arms, no guns, their 
only claim was a moral force, aod they would strive to succeed to the best of 
their ability. (Applause.) 

Mr. I, M. Srere, Chairman of the Restoration Fund of the United King- 
dom, spoke of the financial conditions of the movement. The current budget 
had~been determined upon at the figure of £500,000. That was the sum 


demanded by the Zionist Organisation to carry on its work. Manchester was 
asked for £20,000 as its contribution. 

In response to the appeal, donations handed in and promised amounted to 
about £3,500. 

Dr. SCHMARYA LeEviN delivered an address on “ The Value of National 
Freedom for the Jewish People,” and urged them to strive their utmost to obtain 
a National Home. 

Rabbi Yorrey moved, and Councillor I. FinpurGu seconded, a vote of 
thanks to the speakers. 

In the evening, a reception was given to Dr. Weizmann and Dr. Schmarya 
Levin by the Zionist Societies, the Maccabean Beacons, and Jewish National 
Labour Council, and took place at the Maccabean Hall. Mr. H. Sacher

THE PETITION FROM BRITISH JEWRY. 


PRESENTED TO THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 
As will be recollected, the Zionist Organisation formulated some time ago 
a petition of the Jews of the United Kingdom to the Peace Conference in the 
following terms : 


Ilis Majesty's Government on the 2nd November, 1917, conveyed to the 
Zionist Federation, in a letter addressed by the Right Hon, Arthur James 
Balfour, His Majesty's Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to the Right Hon. 
Lord Rothschild, the following declaration of sympathy with Jewish Zionist 
a*pirations : 

His Majesty's Government view with favour the establishment in Palestine of a 
National Hiome for the Jewish people, and will use their best endeavours to facilitate 
the achievement of this object, it being clear'y understood that nothing shall be 
cone which may prejudice the civil and religious rights of existing non-Jewish com. 
munities in Palestine, or the rights and political status enjoyed by Jews in any other 
country. 

And the foregoing declaration having been endorsed by the Governments 
of the Allied countries and by the President of the United States - 

We, the undersigned adult Jews and Jewesses of the United Kingdom, hereby 
request the Peace Conference to make such provisions regarding Palestine as shall 
secure to the Jewish people the fullest rights and the opportunity to reconstitute 
Palestine as its National Home. 


The petition, whica contains the names of 77,039 signatories, of whom 42,000 
were from London, was examined and verified by Messrs, Cole, James Bond 


| and Co., chartered accountants, of Gresham Sirect, and was last week pre. 
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sented to the Peace Conference by the representative of the Deputies of British 
Jews, the President himself having been in Paris at the time of its presentation. 
This is probably the most aumerously signed petition that bas ever 
emanated exclusively from the Anglo-Jewish Community.

‘Restoration Fund Appeal. 


From Dr. CHAIM WEIZMANN and M. NAHUM SOKOLOW, on 
behalf of the Executive of the Zionist Organisation. 
(To THE Epiror.| 

Sirn,—Last year we.appealed to the principal Federations of our Organisa- 
tion for the means necessary for our preparatory work—for the Preparation 
Fund. The response was liberal. 

This year we have not only to continue this preparatory work but also to 
inaugurate the work of actual restoration, Our task lies both in Eretz Israel and 
here. We have to begin building on a large scale in Palestine and to provide 
the Organisation in the Galuth with machinery as effective as possible for this 
purpose. A systematic and carefully planned scheme for the rehabilitation of 
our ancient land bas to be carried out on the basis of the advice of the most 
Hualified experts. We must maintain the cultural institutions already in exist- 
ence, and endow them with fresh energy by the creation of the new institutions, 

Our plans for the current year demand a budget of half a million pounds, 
This sum, while it is insignificant in comparison with the vast amounts which 
will be required for the reconstruction work itself, considerably exceeds the 
sum of which we were able to dispose last year. By far the largest part of the 
money required is to be expended on actual work in Palestine itself, and in 
connection with the immigration into Palestine. 

Though the political future of Palestine is not yet formally decided, yet, 
in view of the Declaration given us by the world’s greatest Powers and of the 
favourable reception accorded to our demands by the Peace Conference on 
February 27th last, we are confident that the fateful decision, when it is taken, 
will be such as to place Palestine under a free and progressive régime, and to 
give us full opportunity for the realisation of our aims, 

The Zionist Organisation must shoulder the burden of the pressing needs of 
the bour, so that the fruits of many years of patient and unremitting toil may 
not be lost, and that it may be in a position when the time comes to lead the 
Jewish people trom expectancy to fulfilment, from the darkness of suffering into 
the light of national redemption. i 

We call upon every Jew who desires the renaissance of the Jewish nation to 
make the effort for which the hour calls, and we are confident that the response 
to this appeal will once again vindicate our steadfast faith in the strength of the 
Zionist cause and the unshakable loyalty of its adherents. 


-ANNIVERSARY OF THE DEATH OF DR. HERZL. 

The anniversary of the death of Dr. Herz! falls this year cn Friday next 
(18th July), The English Zionist Federation bas requested its afi:liated bodies 
to arrange for memorial services or other appropriate functions in commemora- 
tion of the event. In London, a memorial service will take place at the Great 
Synagogue, Duke Street, on Thursday evening, at eight o'clock. Kabbi Dr. 
Samuel Daiches will preach the sermon, and the Rev. A. Katz will officiate. 
The Rev. A. Katz will be assisted by the choir of the synagogue. 

On Sunday, the 20th, a public meeting will be held at the Pavilion 
Theatre, at balf-past two. Prominent leaders of the Zionist movement 
now in London will address the meeting. Applications for seats should reach 
the Secretary of the Federation as early as possible. 


FEDERATION OF WOMEN ZIONISTS. 

A meeting was held yesterday week, at the residence of Mrs. Herbert 
Samuel, in order to form a West London Women's Zionist Society. Dr. Vera 
Weizmann presided. The Chairman said that she felt that their meeting 
marked the inauguration of a new era of Zionism, that would find new 
adherents among the women of the West End. She urged women not to 
neglect their responsibilities in the work of reconstruction in Palestine. 

Mrs. I. M. SieFrr addressed the meeting, and gave a comprehensive 
Cutline of the history of Zionism. 

Mrs. Mopet said that although largely she was not entirely in agree- 
ment with the Zionist programme, she hoped that Zionism would be 
kept as an ideal. Palestine, she said, required more than any other quarter of 
the globe the work of reconstruction. She hoped that Palestine would not 
be regarded as a refuge, but that the best of Jewry would go there. She 
recalled how in a recent newspaper report of the earthquake disaster in Italy, 
she had read that “a Jew fell out of a window.” That was typical of th@®way 
in which the eyes of the world were turned on Jews, who must be careful not 
to forget the conspicuousness of their world position. She hoped that Jews 
returning to Palestine would cultivate simplicity, and that the cult of Paris 
fashions would not follow the Jewesses who settled there. 

Mrs. GOODMAN proposed, and Mrs. FRIEDLANDER seconded, a vote of 
thanks to Mrs. Herbert Samuel for her hospitality.

THE JEWISH FUTURE. 
A CHRISTIAN MINISTER'S TESTIMONY. 


Tue Rev. D. H. Ashford Smith, preaching in the Parish Church and 
Thorney Chapel recently, reminded the congregation that the Jews, as the Bible 
tells of their ancestor Jacob, bad been “left alone” throughout the centuries, 
and the other nations were still trying to leave them alone, and because they 
could not do so by legitimate means, they (especially Tsarist Russia) bad carried 
out massacres and atrocities upon the Jews more horrible than any other civilised 
people have suffered. Yet in spite of the fact that the Jew is generally despised, 
even in England and America, he, like Jacob of old, has power with men, and 
prevails, and cannot really be left alone. The preacher quoted many instances 
where men were sought for to fill very important posts ‘during the last few years, 
some of whom were Sir Edward Goschen, British Ambassador to Germany (son 
of a Polish Jew) ; Hon. Henry Morgenthau, United States Ambassador to Turkey ; 
M. Hymans, Belgian Ambassador to England; Earl Reading, Special British 
Ambassador to America; M. Venezelos, Liberator of Greece: the late Arthur 
Ballin, Administrator of all Railways in Germany during the early part of the war ; 
and H. Wolff, Head of German Press Bureau. It bas been noted the Jew is loyal 
to the country of his adoption. In our country the Jews had as their recruiting 
motto: “England has been all she could be to Jews. Jews will be all they 
can be to England.” During the early part of the war, three Jews won V.C.’s, 
and two hundred in the Russian Army won the St. George's Cross. Mr. Smith 
referred to the break up of the Turkish Empire, of which Palestine and the 
whole of the Biblical Land of Promise form part, and reminded his congrega- 
tion that Christians were not only debtors to Jews politically, but religiously. 
He believed the times of the Gentiles were fast running out, and that the words 
in Isaiah, chapter 60, will shortly be fulfilled: “Surely the isles shall wait for 
me, and the ships of Tarshish first, to bring thy sons from far.” “And the 
sons of strangers shall build up thy walls, and their kings shall min’ster anto 
thee.” “Whereas thou hast been fofsaken and hated, I will make thee an 
eternal excellency, a joy of many generations.” “And thou shalt know that I 
the Lord am thy Saviour and thy Redeemer, the Mighty One of Jacob.”

Dvurina the War the London Bureau of the Zionist Organisation was the 
headquarters for political work in the Entente countries, and latterly also 
for work in Palestine. At the end of the War the Greater Actions Committee 
resolved, on the proposal of the Inner Actions Committee, to remove the 
headquarters of the whole Zionist Organisation to London, and to elect 
Dr. CHAIM WEIZMANN, a member of the Inner Actions Gommittec. in place 
of our departed leader, Dr. Jenter TScHtENow. ‘These decisidns were 
confirmed by the International Zionist Conference, which sat from 
February 23rd to March 12th last in London, The Greater Actions Com- 
mittee of which at present twelve members are actively at work in London 
or Paris, has declared itself in permanent session.

i1I.—Organisation Office. 


By the transfer of the headquarters of the Zionist Organisation to London; 
_ the. London. Office assumes the direction of the whole organisation work. 


The basis of this work will eonsist.io strepgthening the Zionist Organisa- 


tion as a whole and in co-ordinating and subordinating the Zionist Federations 
all over the world. A_ special office has “been created in the London 
administration for this purpose, which will have the task of renewing the 
relations between the Executive of the Zionist Organisation and its widely- 
seattered parts, Our machinery has suffered during the War, and a 
reconstruction is necessary. 

The Organisation Office will endeavour to enter into intimate and personal 
correspondence with the Federations, and will issue a regular communiqué 
with the aim of supplying full information on all matters of interest. In 
addition, a periodical is to be published in Hebrew and English, which will 
discuss all Zionist and Palestinian questions, G@nd_all general matters affecting 
Jewish life, and will review the progress of the jewish people in all its aspects. 
The Publicity Department will explain and popularise as widely as possible - 
our ideals and our Palestinian work. 

The Organisation Office will also prepare schemes for the changes which 
the new conditions will impose upon the Zionist organisation; it will define 
the relationship of the Zionist Organisation to any new bodies that may 
be created, and elaborate schemes for the organisation of such new bodies. 
These plans will be submitted to the next Congress, where they will be 
discussed and decisions formulated. 

This work is to be carried out in close co-operation with all the Departments 
of the London headquarters. In order to maintain contact with those 
Federations which can only be approached with difficulty, or not at all, by 
the London Zionist Bureau, the Copenhagen Office (the managemeat of 
which is also in the hands of Dr. Victor Jacobson, who pays frequent visits 
to Copenhagen) will continue to keep in touch with them, in accordance 
with the resolutions passed by the London Zionist Conference. The 
administration expenses of this Office amounts to 23,417. (Budgct, 
Items IIT. (a), (6), (c) and (4), 


1V.—Treasurer’s Office. 


This Office provides for the meeting of current expenditure by raising 
money through the Erez-Israc! Restoration Fund for 1919, and disposes of 


income according to the directions of the Executive as laid down in the 
Budget. Its administrative expenses amount to /1,5382. (Budget, Item IV.) 
V.—Education Office. 


The task of this Shir e is to prepar : material which will he ui seful for the 
organisation of education in Palestine and for its lurthet devclopment, Ia 
view of the expected immigration, it will be specially required to look after 
the needs of Hebrew education and the Hebraising of the ints. In 
making the necessary preparations the Othce will endeavour to act in 
conjunction with the education authorities in Palestine 

A special task of this Office will be the collection of material for plans 
for the Hebrew University and its institutions, particularly the library. 

will further devolve on the Education Office to promote spiritual contact 
between Palestine and the Diaspora by co-operating with the Education 
Offices of the various Federations, with a view to co-ordinating their various 
efforts in the field of Jewish education and the Hebraising of the Diaspora. 
Another task of this Office will be to disseminate the knowledge of Jewish 
literary productions by means of suitablé publications. 

In the Budget / 3,335 are assigned for the administration of this Office 
in London and /102,200 for the outlay in Palestine—a total of £105,335 
(Budget, Items V. (a) and {0).) 

The Budget Item V. (5) of {102,000 is for the maintenance of our school 
system in Palestine. ,The present outlay amounts to $70,000, against 
{20,727 in the year 5678. The increase of 350 per cent. is explained by the 
fact that last year the schools in Galilee were not included in the Budget, 
and, further, that the teachers’ salaries for this period were only partly 
paid. Present conditions of living have necessitated an increase in salaries, 
though these are still kept down to the level of a bare subsistence minimum. 
But the chief cause of the increased expenditure on schools is to be found 
in the fact that a large number of schools which were formerly in lependent 
of Us, have now entered into our system This parti ularly applies to the 
orthodox schools in Jerusaiem Jatia, Petach-likvak, Ris hon, hel both, 
and Ekron. Several schools, including the Hebrew Gymnasium in Jerusalem, 
have been re-opened, other schools have been extended, and new kinder- 
gartens have becn established, As a result of this, it is gratifying to record 
that now 75 per cent. of the Jewish children of Palestine are being bi might 
up in schools under the auspices of the Z1 yt schools witla 
9,264 pupils). 

All this leads to increased expenditure on schools The be cday ation Cdthce 
will devise means for increasing the income, especially that part of it which 
can be derived from Palestine itself, seeing that even with the strictest ex onomy 
the schools will soon demand a higher expenditure. The extension of the 
school system to mect the necds of the new immigration wil! necessitate the 
training of new teachers im larger numbers than hitherto. A large staff of 
teachers will be required in order to Hebralse the immigrants and te 
strengthen the national bond in the community by means of a uniform 
language. It will also be necessary to issue a number of suitable educational 
works. A sum ot {32,000 has been assigned for the extension of the work 
of education beyond its present limits, so that the total expenditure on 
education will amount to / 102,000, 


mist Organisation 


Vi1.—The Palestine Office. 


This Office will deal with the problem of colonisation in al! its bearings, 
and its scope will include questions relating to the current negotiations with 
the Mandatory Power for Palestine, as well as those which concern the 
building-up of Palestine as a Jewish home. Since our tuture policy ina 
Palestine has not yet taken definite shape, the work of the Office consists 
at present in preparatory labours and measures which will pave the way 
for drawing up a complete programme of colonisation in Palestine, and 
which will be. useful irrespective of the form which the Jewish economic 


development in Palestine will finally assume. The Office will be ina 
constant touch with the corresponding bodies in, the various countries, 


and in the. execution of its tasks will seek to co-operate most closely with 
the Zionist Commission in Palestine. 
The Palestine Office is divided into the following sections :~ 
1. Emigration Department. 
2. Colonisation Department, 
3. Finance Department. 
4. Trade and Industry Department. 
5. Department for Constitutional and Economic Questions, 


Emigration Department. 


1. The -function of the Emigration Department is to organise and 
regulate the movement of emigration directed towards Palestine. It has 
already worked out a scheme for this purpose, which it is hoped to make 
public very shortly. ‘The first of the Emigration Bureaux provided for ia 
this report is at present being organised by Dr. A. Ruppia in Copenhagen, 
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It is, however, contemplated to remove the Copenhagen Office to a more 
central position. The Budget assigns 46,000 for the Copenhagen Bureau, 
(Budget, Item VI. (6).) 


Colonisation Department. 


> The function of the CoLontsaTION DEPARTMENT is to decide on the 
preparatory lonisng work to be undertaken, mn conjunction with the boches 
in Palestine which are entrusted with the actual execution of such work, 
and at the same time to see that this work fits in with the general scheme 
of Palestine colomsation as determined by the political situation and our 
cconomic aspirations. With the money assigned to it from the Budget, 
this Department contemplates or has already commenced the following 
operations 

(a) Sending experts to Palestine to draw up schemes for-agricultural 
and urban settlement, for public works, for irrigation and 
éxploitation of water-power for afforestation and cultivation 
of the sand dunes, and for improving hygienic conditions. 
(Budget, Item VI. (-)-(1), 423,000.) | 

(b) Side by side with the despatch of experts, special Bureaux will 
have to be established in Palestine for all these enterprises, 
which will continue the work of investigation and the elaboration 
of schemes on the basis of authoritative proposals. (Budget, 
Item VI. (2), /20,c00.) 

(c) Measures for the reception of immigrants, 1¢., preparation of 
schemes and proposals for the estabhshment of recerving- 
stations, kitchens, hospitals, for the erection of temporary 
workmen's dwellings, and provision of suitable movable 
ddwellings, such as tents, huts, and for other related matters, 

(Budyet, Item VI. (c) (3), 20,000.) 

(4) The systematic organisation and enlargement of our scientific staff 
in Palestine to take m hand immediately the most urgent 
preparatory labours for agricultural colonisation, meluding 

(1) The carrying out of the requisite topographical and agro- 
nomical surveys, with corresponding maps, to determine which 
areas should be put under cultivation and in what manner. 

(2) The promotion of agricultural expenments by the estabhshment 
of nurseries for plants, vegetables and cereals, of an agricultural 
chemical laboratory, and of a zootechnical imstitute. 

(3) Establishment of an agricultural travelling school to disseminate 
and improve agricultural knowledge 

(4) Trammong of instructors for the untramed immigrant workers. 

(5) Encouragement of she co-operative workmen's societies already 
existing in the country 

(6) Estabhshment of small farms for vegetable growing,p oultry 
rearing, etc., to be managed by groups of girls. 

For the operations mentioned im (3), (4), (5), £106,000 1s 
assigned. (Budget, Item VI. ic) (4).) 

The Colontsation Dey artment will also continue the repairs of war damages, 
fhe unprovement of the position of Yomenites, etc. (Budget, Item V1. ic) (5), 
£8,000 ) 

bhe work of this Department also meludes assisting the various Achuzoth 
and the Chaluzin groups, and fitting their activities into the general scheme 
of colonisation, and the handling of the problem of Jewish labour in the 
country in all its various aspects 

Fer the costs of adminstratiron m Palestine, 1.e, for the Palestine 
Commission and the Palestine Office togetha n the basis of their present 
expenan ire, a sum of 438 400 } rovided Item VI and (8).) 

The item Health Medical Unit, /84,e00 (Budget, Item VI. (c) (10)) appears 
for the first time on our Budget. Herctotore tts cost was borne by Zionist 
Organisation of America 

Ihe medical personnel was not sufheiently complete Defore the outbreak 
of the War; it was still further depleted during the war. -The population 
suffered through this considerably. The absence of drugs has increased these 
sufferings [Ihe American Medical Unit has been of: great assistance to the 
population in this regard. It has created in Jaffa, Jerusalem, Hebron, and 
subsequently Haifa, Tiberias, Safied, and other towns and colonies, a number 


of institutions for medical assietancs such as children’s dispensanes, general 


hospitals, cental dispensaries veneral nsaries, ct 
Medical samtarv work in towns. as well as in colonies. was an untouched 
field. The Medical Umit has made important beginnings in ths direction. 


One of its first works was the exterminating of mosquitoes, malarial disease 
carriers This branch of medicine wll im the future be one of the most 
Important. preces Of constructive work 

[he Unit has also jaid the foundation for the creation in Palestine of a 
contingent of trained nurses by the cpening and operating of the Nurses’ 
Traming School 

No doubt the necessary pathological and bactenological work will also 
be a part of the constructive work of the future. The need of these branches 
of medicine ts self evident. Every one understands that they constitute a 
necessary branch of the general construc tive work 

It is ampossibie to carry out this programme fully at the cost of only 
{84 000. In view, however, of the difficulty of the moment and the indis- 
pensab/e expenditure in other branches of the Budget, the amount allocated 
for this work must be restricted during the current year to this comparatively 
small sum 

The various bodies which, as deseribed above, are being instituted to 
carry on our work in Palestine will form the basts for our new system. of 
administration there, so that in future the administrative costs and outlays 
in Palestine (see also Item VI. (c)' (10), 412,000, which is accounted for in 
the same way as in the Report for 1918) will appear under the headings of 
various Departments, viz. :— 

Political Department. 
Department for the Internal Affairs of the Population. 
Finance Department. 
Department of Education. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Department of Public Works. 
Department of Labour. 
_ ‘Trace and Industry Department. 
‘ Public Health Department. 
Department for Public Welfare. 

‘3. The DpPARTMENT FOR Finance has for its function the drawing up 
of finaneial schemes connected with the Jewish colonisation of Palestine. 
It will have to deal with such questions as the transference of capital from 
the Diaspora to Palestine, the future activity of the Jewish Colonial Trust 
and the Anglo-Palestine Company, the erection of Banks or branches of 
Banks in the centres of Jewish population and emigration, the estabhshment 
of Banks for facilitating the obtaining of urban and rural land credit 
the prob!em of raising funds both for productive objects—such as Banks and 


public works—and for unproductive objects—such as administration, educa- , 


tion, hygiene, care of immigrants, and the financial aspect of the acquisition 
of land. 


4. The TRADE AND INDUSTRY DEPARTMENT. has to deal with that branch’ 


of the work of colonisation which is based wpon trade and industry. By 
the establishment of a suitable information service for dealing with all questions 
which. come under this category, the Department will be in a position to give 
jnformation and advice, The Department is procceding with thé organisat 


ion 


of a special. Bureau for Trade and Industry in Palestine, {10,000 has béen 
assigned in the Budget for this purpose. (Budget, Item VI. {e) (6).) 

s. The DEPARTMENT FOR CONSTITUTIONAL AND EcoNoMIC QUESTIONS 
confines itself to investigation work within the Palestine Office. Its functions 
are the collection and working up of material bearing on the condugt of our 
negotiations with the Mandatory Power for Palestine with a view to securing 
full freedom for our economic and national development. in Patestine. It 
bas, further, to-study the numerous questions relating to the future economic 
policy in Palestine, so as to assist with its advice the Executive Departments. 
it has in particular to examine the reforms which have been carned out in 
the economic field in other countries, and in territories which, prior to the 
War, formed part of the Turkish Empire, their significance in the economic 
development of those countries, and their suitability for Palestine. The 
handling of a number of economic problems arising Out of the severance of 
Palestine from the former Turkish Empire comes within the scope of this 
Department. In addition, constitutional and economic questions will have 
to be studied to determine the most suitable pelicy for land settlement, as 
indicated by the experience and niethods of other countries ; also the problem 
of taxation in the hght of our general and national economic requirements 

This Department keeps in close touch with Dr. Ruppin, who at present 
is resident in Copenhagen. The total administrative expenses of the Palestine 
Office are estimated at /13,863. (Budget, Item VI. (a)) 

The heads of the above mentioned form an Administrative Committee 
‘which meets at least once a week and discusses and decides on all fundamental 
questions. The chiefs of departments also hold at least one meeting a week 
to discuss questions of detail. The Palestine Office works at the same time 
in close conjunction with an “ Advisory Committee on the Economic 
Development of Palestine,’ under the presidency of the Rt. Hon. Herbert 
Samuel. Particular questions are dealt with by special commissions and 
sub-committees. 

The offices of the Administration have been removed to 76 and 77, Great 
Russell Street, London, W.C.-1,

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OBITUARY. 


Mr. L. A. LEVYNO, J.P. 


The death has taken place at Somerset East, Cape Colony, of Mr. L. A. 
Levyno, who passed away at the age of ninety-two, after an illmess of nearly 
three years. 

Mr. Levyno was -born at Bedford (England), and was the son of Mr. 
Godfrey Levy, of that town, who took an active part in the movement for 
the emancipation of the Jews in this country. The deceased was twin-brother 
of Mr. Herbert Bentwich's mother, and an uncle also of Mr. J. M. Lissack, and 
great unc'e of the Rev. J. F. Stern. At acomparatively early age, he went to 
America, aod established himself in Norfolk (Virginia). When the Civil War 
broke out, be volunteered for service with the Confederates, and was for two- 
and-a-half years in the Heavy Artillery at the blockade of R'chmond. . When 
the war was nearly at an end, he was allowed to return to England, but only 
remained here for a short time, as, in 1868, he, with his late wife (a sister of 
the late Mr. Lewis Lazarus) and two sons, went to South Africa, and 
resided for twelve years at Port Elizabeth. While there, he largely furthered 
the interests of the Hebrew Congregation, and was mainly instrumental in 
founding the New Synagogue, of which -he was the first Treasurer, and after- 
wards the President, For many years he was a member of the Grey Institute 
School Board. For family reasons, he left Port Elizabeth in 1884, and settled in 
Bedford (Cape Colony), where he took a prominent partin public affairs, and was 
elected Mayor for seven years in succession. In 1894, he, with his family, removed 
to Somerset East, where he again interested himself in municipa! malters, and 
occupied the Mayoral chair for three successive years. At the end of bis term 
of office, he retired from public life through indifferent health. He represented 


‘the Government on the Licensing Court for many years, and was one of the 


oldest Justices of the Peace. He lived a noble and uaselfish life, and his 
charity was far-reaching, for he was always ready to help those in distress. His 
death is deplored by a very large circle.

of our prophets, the burden of our psalmists, the theme of our sages, the finale 


of our prayers,.and the keynote of our lives, But this was also a service of 
Remembrance : of the recollection of the noble share borne by our coreligionists, 
the sons of parents both of British and foreign birth, in the brilliant endeavours 
and proud achievements which rendered possible the realisation of the hopes 
for peace. The measure of our thankfulness, the sincerity of our app-eciation, 
and the depth of our acknowledgment of the great and noble sacrifices, the 
value and worth of the flood of sympathy which was being poured out to broken 
hearts and wounded souls, would depend upon the future efforts of mankind in 
the interpretation and execution of the covenant of peace. It would be deter- 
mined by the heart, sou! and mind impressions which will be superimposed upon 
the ordinary cold seals that mark the paper covenant of peace.

Then shall 
all the sa¢rifices become true “sacrifices of peace.” Then shail the world’s 
service become a genuine thanksgiving service of peace, a pzan of praise, an 
outburst of joy to Him who is the God of Peace.

Not until “ Mercy and 
truth are met together,” until “ righteousness and peace have kissed each other,” 
should they be centent to regard the peace as satisfactory. ‘They should pray 
that the great Power which so miraculously thwarted the plans of their enemies, 
and brought to an end the bitter conflict which raged over this Empire, would 
also send salvation to their own afflicted people. 


HAMMERSMITH SYNAGOGUE. 

The Rey. S. Lipson said that with golden opportunities before them they 
bad taken the first step towards the radiant future of mankind, They thanked 
God tbat they had been spared to celebrate peace, and they thanked Him for 
the dawn of a more hopeful era of prosperity and tranquillity over the land of 
their fathers. That peace was gained was due to those who fell, and whom 
they saluted that day. Must not their joy be tempered by the thonghrs of the 
limbless and the sightless; by the thought of those whose hopes in this life had 
been blighted, whose minds were desolate. They were too near to ‘suffering to 
rejoice completely. In the hour of England's danger the clarion cail went 
forth, finding expression in the slogan trumpeted by the JEwisnh CHRONICLE: 
“England has been all she can be to the Jews: Jews will be a!i they can be to 
England.” Jewish blood had redeemed that promise; Jewish homes had been 
desolated;: Jewish casualty lists attested to the measure of their pain; and 
Jewish honours gained on every field of strife witnessed to their share in the 
Empire's cause. Yet, what peace could there be for them in their hearts or joy 
for their souls, thankful though they were that the signatures had been set to 
the Treaty of Peace, when they thought of the blocd lust which was renew- 
ing, in the most horrible of forms, the martyrdom of their people in Poland ? 
Those who fell in veritable truth fell so that those who survived them might 
live, but the deaths of these heroes had not yet solved the problem of the living. 
Only when the League of Nations should formulate a deeper sense of national 
responsibility to God, and Governments should be formed on the will of God, 
would the glory of the Lord rise upon all the earth, 


HAMPSTEAD SYNAGOGUE, 


The Rev. A. A. GREEN said that their first thought should be for the 
brave boys who made the supreme sacrifice, and fell in order that we might 
rise. They owed a debt of deepest gratitude to those who had suffered so 
much, and had kept up the spirit of the nation by their courage and their fine 
example. So far as the country was concerned, we Jews realised that England 
had always been a shining light among the nations, and that its tolerance had 
been a force in the world, which made oppressors look to England and pause, 
and which induced the oppressed to look to England and hope. It was our

How 
had Jews emerged ffom the world-wide conflict? They had given of their best, 
but what had they in return? They were still homeless, the flotsam and jetsam 
of humanity, the plaything of nations, downtrodden, and persecuted, the object 
of attacks by every infuriated rabble. The fejoicing of the nations must be 
incomplete because of the world's treatment of the Jew. There could be no 
real peace until, by the united voice of humanity, the long deferred question of 
the Jew had been solved. 


GOLDER'’S GREEN SYNAGOGUE. 


The Rev. I. LivVINGSTONE, in the course of bis sermon, said : The nation’s 
thanksgiving to-day should be marked by a solemn resolve to transmute this 
material victory into a spiritual victory—to make this peace not merely an 
armed truce like the peace that was made after the Thirty Years War or alter 
Waterloo, but a peace which will cut out the roots of war, a peace which will 
resolve to convince itself that war is the enemy of mankind, Then, indeed, 
to-day's thanksgiving will be shared by our children and our children's children, 
If the new era that now commences is to be an era of happiness and prosperity, 
then mankind must resolve to shut the gates of the world against envy and 
malice; it must resolve to possess religion, in the best sense of the word. The 
world must pass from the sound of the drums to the song of the builders, and 
the change must be permanent. The conscience of mankind must now be 
roused to a sense of the evils of war. For if things are not made better the 
condition of the world will grow worse, and the causes of war will be taken for 
granted as incurable. We must cease to glorify war and talk about its ennobling 
effects, its purifying effects, its grandeur, and so on. We must boldly proclaim 
the lunacy of war, the brutality of war, the injuries of war, the miseries of war, 
the losses which no indemnity can restore. And we must resolve that for the 
force of arms there shall be substituted the force of righteousness. The day of 
thanksgiving will serve a great purpose if the message of General Smuts become 
the test of the thoughts and deeds of men and women and their leaders— 
if a new spirit is born in the hearis of the peoples, a spirit which makes us 
remember that God gave us victory not for selfish ends, but for the attainment 
of the great human ideals for which our heroes gave their lives, and which are 
the real victors in this great war of ideals, 


FINSBURY PARK SYNAGOGUE. 

In the course of his address at the Thanksgiving Service, the Rev. Isaac 
S. ME!ISELS said: Peace is one of those boons which are only sufficiently prized 
when we have been deprived of them. Though the great war cannot be said 
to have been literally carried on in England in the same sense as if was-on the 
Continent, we have beheld, and are still seeing daily, quite enough of its terribly 
disastrous effects to make us feel grateful to-the Almighty that we have at last 
seen the conclhusiod of it. According to the old adage, “ there is nothing so bad 
that there is not something of good to be found im it,” and we find it in thiscase 


in the League of Nations, Like so many otber noble aspirations in life, it is of . 


purely Jewish origin, for nothing but this can be the meaning of the future 
foretold in the well-known words of the prophets Isaiah and Micah. The 
preacher-drew special attention to the conditions imposed by the Allies on 
gtanting independence to Poland,

The Rev, E. P. Phillips was unavoidably absent, as he is convalescing in 
a nursing home after his operation. 


GRIMSBY. 


The service at the Sir Moses Montefiore Memorial Synagogue was 
conducted by the Kev. Morris Warshawsky and Rabbi Monusson, assisted by 
Mr. H. L. Greenburg. 


HULL, 


There was a large gathering of Jews and Christians at the service in the 
Western Synagogue. Twelve sons of members had laid down their lives in the 
war, and this fact marred the joyousness of the occasion but rendered it more 
impressive and truly thanksgiving. In the course of the sermon, the Rey 
SaMUBL Gross, B.A., said: The importance of the service is that it should 
strengthen all men to unite to fight for peace, to believe in the existence and the 
efficacy of the higher idea's and the nobler motives, to learn faith in the League 
of Nations and the possibility and need of universal peace. No more haired 
must be. preached and general disarmament should come. Though a 
large section of Jewry are still in the night of travail, yet the Guardian of Israel! 
will not forget us, and tins signing of peace is the commencement of the Jéwish 
Redemption. In the morning the Kev S. Gross preached in Leeds, and motored 
back in time’for this service, 

A Peece service was also held.at the Central Synagogue. The Rev. I. 
LEVINE officiated and preached. lie expressed the hope that the sacrifices 
made by Jews would assure for them also the freedom accorded to the world. 


LEEDS. 


There was a large attendance at the Byron Street Synagogue. The prayers 
were recited by the Rev. A. Solomon, and the Rev. A. Kosennerca delivered 
the sermon. 


LEICESTER. 

The Rev. A. NEWMAN delivered an address, in the course of which he 
said that they were filled with exultation to think that they had lived to see this 
glorious day, which might prove the beginning of an era of international con- 
ciliation, and of a world-brotherhood of which every nation and every religious 
and political party would become a reconciled member. No one could pray 
more earnestly and with fuller devotion fo: such a consummation than the Jew, 
the misunderstood and misrepresented in history, yet the friend and advocate 
of every ideal which had for its object the spiritual and moral advacoement of 
the human race. 


LIVERPOOL, 

The Rev. ‘I. RarraLovicu preached at the Hope Place Synagogue. 
Never before, he said, had the blessings of peace been so fully realised, for 
never before bad the evils of war come home so fully. It was possibie that the 
Treaty of Peace did not satisfy all their hopes. Many would have liked a 
peace that would have at once done away with rancour and illwill. But, after 
all, human nature must be taken into accouat. While they rejoiced at the 
‘victory of their cause, they prayed that the peace might prove a true and lasting 
peace. While they trusted that the hearts of the vanquished had been 
chastened and purified, they prayed that .Le victors might be animated with 
sentiments of charity and mercy. 


MANCHESTER. 


The special service at the Great Synagogue was conducted by the Revs. H. 
Newman and H. Levin, The memorial prayer for the twelve soldiers, sons of 
members, who had fallen in battle was recited, Rabbi Dr. SALOMON delivered 
a sermon, in the course of which he said: Are there any werds which instil 
greater hope in the despairing heart or any prophetic message 
which more cheers the desponding mind, that could infuse intothe crying heart 
of a mother the hope of a better future for her children, or that would restore 
to the hard-toiling father the loss he has suffered, than the sweet words of the 
prophet: “‘ Peace, peace to those who are far and to those who are near, saith 
the Lord.” The peace after this great. victory must give satisfaction not 
only to those who behold England's greatness in the acquisition of lands 
and the spread of her trade and commerce over the world, but the peace which 
we ought to hail mostly must be the extension of freedom of liberty of 
conscience, the throwing down of the barrier which separates nations from com- 
peting in obtaining the highest and most valuable possessions in this world. 
Our joy, however, must not bea selfish one; it is mingled to-day with the tears 
ot many who are mourning their dear ones, and sorrow({ul feelings for the many 
gallant men who have fallen on the field of conflict. 

At the Park Place Synagogue the sermon was preached by the Rev. JAcos 
Puitvirs from the text: “Peace be to him that is far off, and peace to him 
that is near, saith the Lord, and I shall heal them.” The preacher said that 
they rejoiced in common with other sections of the Community at the cessation 
of the conflict, but mingled with their joy was a sorrow in their hearts when 
they realised the situation of Jewry in the world. They could not deny that 
their expectations had not been fulfilled for their coreligionists that were still 
suffering in the lands of oppression. The Jew looked in vain for the perfect

The one sure preventive of all further 
warfare was the universal recognition of the brotherhood of all men—a purely 
Jewish teaching, the spreading of which reposed on them more than on all else, 

A peace service was also held in the Central Synagogue, Campo Lane, 
where the Rev. M. Warshawsky, assisted by his choir, officiated, and Rabbi 
M. 1. Levin-ErstTetn gave an address. The sum of 4/27 was collected for the

Jews’ Free School. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. . 


THE annual distribution of prizes at the Jews’ Free School was held on 
Wednesday. Mr. ANTHONY DE RoTascuHtLpD, President, was in the Chair, and 
the awards were distributed by Mrs. Leopold de Rothschild. ; 

The PRESIDENT said that they were met for the first time after four-and-# 
half years of war on a date in between the signing of Peace and the official 
celebration of that event. That made it a not unsuitable occasion for a brief 
résumé of what had been done during the last five years. They could now 
attempt to realise what the war had meant to thé school, and they could appraise 
at its proper value the war effort made by the pupils of the school, and also 
look forward to the future with the determination that all connected with the 
school should play their part in the new erain the same way as they had played it 
inthe war. From motives of economy no full report of the activities of the ' i 
school had been issued during the war, but that did not mean in any way that their ih 
activities had been curtailed. On thecontrary, thanks to the energy and efforts of a 
all the staff under Mr. Bowman, the Headmaster, to whom they owed a great debt | 
of gratitude, everything had been maintained as far as possible. The only depart- 
ment that had been suspended was the metal-work centre, because the teachers 
and the machines and tools were required for munitions. This was a proof of 
the value of the work carried on in that centre, which had now been re-equipped 
by the London County Council and was once more at work. The schoo! had 
been greatly troubled by the air-raids, which had made the work of the staff 
additionally arduous. The whole of the staff were now back at work except 
Lieut, Levy, who was still in hospital, and Lieut. Jennings, who was killed in 
1918. The school could be proud of its war record. Ten members of the staff bad 
joined the Army, of whom two had been wounded and one killed. Of the old boys, 
1,212 had voluntarily enlisted. Of these, 59 were killed, and the total casualties 
were 234, . The distinctions and honours won amounted to 20. A great many 
of the boys joined under age, and a number of boys of Russian birth concealed 
that fact in order to be able to serve. One remarkable boy joined up at 134. 
He was twice wounded at Gallipoli, and served for two whole years before the 
Army discovered he was too young to fight. (Laughter and cheers.) The 
children had collected 41,250 for war charities. Three additional prizes had 
been founded in memory of those fallen in the war, and Mr. and Mrs. H.

He urged the children to play 
their part nobly in peace as their elder brothers had done in war. He moved a 
vote of thanks to the President and Committee.

CONSECRATION CEREMONY: 


Last Sunday, the London Jewish Hospital (at present consisting only of 
the Out-Patients’ Department, which was opened on Tuesday) was consecrated: 

The Rev. A. Katz, assisted by the choir of the Great Synagogue, chanted 
Psalm xxx., part of Hallei, and Psalm cxxvii. 

Haham Dr. Gaster, the Hon. President, who had taken the Chair, gave 
the following address: “Our first thoughts on this day must be of thanks- 
giving, inasmuch as we have been able to see part of our hopes so fully realised. 
The word of the prophet is coming true who said, ‘And the work, nay, 
the crowning work of righteousness and charity is Peace.’ It is a curious 
coincidence that whilst everywhere on this day the signing of peace has been 
celebrated, after the cessation of that terrible war, we are intoning here, not 
merely a thanksgiving for peace, but are starting the real work of peace, the 
appeasement of pain and suffering, the alleviation of distress and illness—peace 
to the patient, peace to the liome, peace to everyone who comes here in search of 
health, in search of strength. Thisisa lasting memorial of Peace which we have 
been erecting, for it has been established on a strong foundation, truly laid- 
It does not rest merely on the bare soil; it rests on the beart and sympathy of 
the self-sacrificing devotion, on the unshaken determination of the Jewish 
masses who have combined to erect a memorial of Peace, a sanctuary of 
charity, a Temple of Humanity, broader, wider, than any church or synagogue, 
for it opens its gates to all the sufferers, irrespective of race or creed. This is 
the old tradition of our people which has never failed to recognise 
the obligations of man to man, especially in times of suffering and pain. True, 
for some time it appeared to us as if we were living in a dream, or raiher that 
the Hospital had become a beautiful dream, never to be realised ; but we who 
worked for ic incessantly knew that the time would come when the Hospiial 
would be a living monument, a source of comfort, nay, a pride to the Jewish 
Community. Just imagine the times through which we have passed, the up- 
heavals which we have witnessed, the numberless claims which have been made 
on our heart andon our energy, on our money and our mind; and yet for all that 
we kept steadfast to our purpose. The years were not barren. We husbanded 
our resources and prepared the plans for the future; we gathered in funds, and 
endeavoured to be ready when the. time should come—and the time has come. 
The busbandman ploughs the ground in the autumn and sows the seed, 
and the snow falls and the ice covers the ground; and yet the seed is 
not dead. On the contrary, it is kept warm, it germinates. 
When the snow melts it sprouts, and it promises, with the blessing 
of God, a rich harvest; and so, by the mercy of God, have we been 
spared to see how the seed of love and sympathy, of care and work bestowed 
upon this Hospital, which we have sown in years gone by,

which have been raised, and by obstacles intended to thwart our work, yet we 
have been ab’e to encompass all the difficulties and here by the mercy of God we 
see already the first crop of the seed sown many years ago. But this is merely 
the initialstage. Wecannotrestsatished with these beginnings. This Institut:on 
rests upon a broad democratic bass which means the personal responsibility of 
each Jewand Jewess. Double yourenergy now that yousee thefruitsof your bands 
The more you bring, the greater the number of those who will help, the quicker 
we will be able to add storey upon storey ang t make this a true Hospital in 
the fullest sense of the word, in the full sprit of Judaism. Nothing has been 


further from us than contention and strife. Ve repeat again what we have © 


said from the beginning, ‘Peace, peace unto him who has been far, and bas 
drawn near, says the Lord, ' For I will heal him,’ for a good many have been 
standing afar out of prejudice, out of ignorance, out of false pride, and out of 
many reasons which are difhcalt to fathom. Let them draw near and they will 
be healed of all these prejudicer. The Jewish Hospital is now a fact, and they 
are all invited, whoever they may be, to.come and take a share fh a work of 
which I am sure they will soon learn to be véry proud. The addition of 
rich subscriptions, beneficial as otherwise it is inasmuch as it may quicken 
the work, harbours a danger against which I must raise a voice of warning. It 
may slacken the enthusiasm of the poorer subscribers, it may 


introduce 
again a spirit of dependence on the rich which, in the long ‘run, 
may prove a very serious check on the prosperity of the Hospital. 
The greatness and beauty of this Institution lies 


. in tts popular origin, 
in the sustained personal interest which the larger masses are taking in its wel- 


fare. When rich men come on the scene often a kind of oligarchy is 
established, and the iear of losing a rich. subscripiion has not seldom jeopardised 
the best interesis of a Jewish institution. With the humble subscriber the 
danger cannot arise. He will not claim any special righis. He will not insist on 
carrying out his views; his own individuality counts practically for notbing. 
It is all merged in the greater purpose of keeping up tbe hospital, 
school, or other charitable institute. It is of this weakness 
also that those who will come near to us will have to be cured. 
Harmony from without, peace from within, is to reign within these walls, in 
which everyone will strive to do his best. The Government has appealed 
to the country for a Victory Loan, and no doubt the country will respond 
adequately so as to make it a grand success ; but we are also appealing bere for 
a victory loan. We wisb you to lend not to men, but to ; 


LEND TO GOD, 


for He is sure to repay us not in coin, butin love, and in mercy. He will help 
us to the crowning victory over disease and illness, over pain and suffering, 
over despondency and care, for here we are continuing the fight against misery 
and vice, and all the patients will in time intone that hymn of thanksgiving 
to which we have listened here to-day, and repeatthe beautiful words of the 
Psalmist—' 1 thank Thee, O Lord, for Thou hast hearkened unto me, and Thou 
hast been a help unto me,’ for truly.this stone, this Hospital, had been ‘ rejected 
by the builders,’ but has now become the ‘corner headstone ' of Jewishlife. We 
implore now the Divine blessing upon those who have so liberally contributed 
towards the foundation and erection of this Hospital, upon the medical staff 
and nurses, and upon all those who will come here for help and succour. * May 
the beauty of the Lord our God be upon us, and establish Thou the work of 
our bands upon us, yea, the work of our hands establish Thou it.’ 1 declare 
now the out-patient department of the London Jewish Hospital open for practical 
work, looking forward hopefully that it may be granted to us at no distant time 
to open-officially this Hospital also for general work.” | 
i Mr. I, BERLINER, President of the Hospital Association, and founder of 
the movement, spoke'in Yiddish. He expressed the sorrow of the management 
that many of those who had been ardent workers in the cause had not lived to 
see the result of their labours. 

Dr. A. GOODMAN Levy thanked Dr. Gaster for his address, and the Rev

Stepney Schools, 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


Tne annual report, which was adopted at the general meeting held 
recently, states in part: 


The record of (Army) service of the Managers.and members of the Lads’ Club 
attached to the schools, which is still incomplete, furnishes the following figures: 
Present and past Managers 19, of whom six fell in action ; present and past members 


418, of whom 33 fell in action; war distinctions. were gained by 12 members. 
Reference must also be made to the public spirit evinced by the teachers and pupils 
of the schools throughout the period of the war. A sum of no less than £60 was 
contributed, mainly by the children in small sums, and expended in materia worked 
by the girls into socks and other useful articles of clothing to the number of over 450, 
despatched to old Stepney boys serving on the several fronts. On the closing of the 
fund a balance of £10 was sent through the Anglo-Jewish Association to the Evelina 
de Rothschild School in Jerusalem to be expended for the benefit of the needy pupils 
of the school. Another usefu] war service rendered during four years by the senior 
girls was the darning of the socks of the wounded soldiers at the Mile End Militar 
Hospital. The Committee feel that their thanks are due to Miss Solomon, the Head- 
mistress, for the time and care devoted by her in directing these special efforts on the 
part of the girls during these years of stress, when the educational work of the schools 
was carried on under conditions of exceptional difficulty which cannot but have added 
considerably to the burdea of work falling upon her and the Headmaster, Mr. E. 
Norden. The,average attendance during the year (676) shows an increase on that of 
last year, but it is stiil below that of pre-war years. It has not been found possible to 
submit the progress of the children in Hebrew and religious knowledge during the past 
year to any test by an expert Inspector, but the Commitieé are able to rely on the 
conscientiousness of the head teachers to maintain the standard of efficiency in these 
subjects. The work of the Care Committee has been contiaued on the usual lines. The 
number of cases of distress have been very few. The Lads’ Club has continued its 
excellent work during the year notwithstanding the difficulties arising from the 
shortage of Managers. The Girls’ Guild has also maintained iis varied activities 
during the year. Other purposes, educational, religious and social, for which the 
schools have been utilised are given in the Appendix. The Committee think that the 
service rendered to the Community by their generous policy of extending the gratuitous 
use of their bui!ding to so large a number of organisations which make tur the uphifung 
of their coreligionists in East London, does not receive that genera! recognition on the 
part of those who are in the position to share the burden which the Committee is called 
upon to meet. The amount received in subscriptions and donations has further 
declined during the past year. The present income from voluntary sources barely 
suffices to meet half the cost of the religious instruction of the large number of children 
for whom the Committee is responsible to the Community. 


Jews’ Presentation to a Christian M*rnister. 


On Wednesday of last week, fully six bundred coreligionists assembled ia 
the Hall of St. Augustine's Church, Settles Street, Commercial Road, to make 
a presentation tothe Rev. Father Richard Wilson for his services during the 
war to the Jews residing in his parisb. 


Mr. J. D. Kitey, M.P., presided. He said that the vast assembly 
present was gathered together that evening to pay tribute to a man who, unlike 
many others, was tolerant. The Allied Powers were forced io use 


arms against Germany and her associates because the former were 
cognisant of the fact that the right of small nations to exist was the funda- 
mental principle of world-peace. Not only did that principle apply to nations 
like Belgium or Serbia, but also to Jews. It was because Father Wilson bad 
realised that the Jews had a perfect right to live among the people of the 
world, and an equally perfect right to freedom of religion, that be bad helped 
them in times of trouble and distress, without the thought being in his mind of 
atiempiing to influence their minds in the direction of angiher faith. 
(Cheers. ) 

Dr. M. Burnsuaw, M.R.C.S., F.R.C.P., read the handsomely illuminated 
address that was to be presented to Father Wilson. Jt reads in part: — 

During the thirty-three years of your ministry of St. Augustindé’s, Stepney, you 
have shown invariable kindness to your Jewish neighbours. You have made us all 
fee! thal you are our friend. Many of your Jewish neighbours had fled trom religious 
persécuticn, and it has been a revelation to them to finda leader ofa differing faith 
so zealous, so earnest, So sympathetic on their behalf. Your recent exertions during 
the war, when air-raids so grievously afflicted the district, made an everlasting 
impress on our hearts. You provided protection and food to large numbers of our 
brethren whe could Jay no claim on you by religious fellowstip. You showed 
them the utmost consideration and displayed a lively regard for their religious 
observances. You evinced no desire to proselytise, and yet you were a source of true 
religious comfort to all whom the recent trials disheartened or made despondent. 

Dr. BURNSHAW said that he also had a cheque representing the material 
contributions of those who realised the good work Father Wilson was doing. 
The Kev. Father had, however, absolutely refused to accept the money, 
preferring that it should be devoted to the funds of the London Hospital. 
(Cheers. ) 

The address and cheque having been presented to Father Wilson, who, in 
reply, emphasised the fact that while he only considered it his duty to render 
help, whenever possible, to the Jews, he would never, in any circumstances, 
attempt to convert a single soul, 

Councillor Harry Kosky, J.P., spoke of the help rendered to his coreli- 
gionisis by Father Wilson during the air-raids. It was estimated that from 
the first enemy raid till the last, the Rey. Father had given protection and food 
to over 40,000 Jews. 

Mr. H. H. Gorpon, L C.C., said that after the great air-raid which practi- 
cally demolished part of Jubilee Street, Father Wilson had housed at his own 
residence two or three entire Jewish families who had been rendered destiiute. 


He had suppiied- them with Kasher food, and even gave them cand!

R. C. Bosanquet, M.A , presided, aad, in introducing the lecturer, referred tothe 
distinctive position Professor Yabuda held inthe University of Madrid as a pioneer 
and explorer, which symbolised not only a revival of interest in agreat period of the 
history of civilisation but of arenewed relationship of Jewry with Spain, which was 
reminiscent of the most flourishing eras among the two peoples.
